A Mobile Terrapin Farm .

A few days ago an article clip p ed from 
a W ashington paper appeared in th e R e g ­ 
ister. giving a description of S en ato r D e n ­ 
n is’ terrapin farm in M aryland. 
A s 
w e 
h ave something of the sort to b o ast o f in 
the neighborhood of Mobile, itm a y n o t b e 
am iss to give our readers a description of 
Mr. Mulford Dorlon’s great terrapin fa rm 
at Cedar Point. 
This projection o f la n d 
is on the western 
shore of M o b ile b a y , 
about thirty miles below this citv, a n d is 
inhabited principally by oysterm en , w h o 
reap golden harvests from the m a n y b e d s 
which furnish nearly every oyster b ro u g h t 
to the port oi Mobile. 
Mr. D oidon, w h o 
keeps a store at this point, has ab ou t th ree 
acres fenced in with strong pilings. 
L e a d ­ 
ing to this inclosure are two c a n a ls , on e 
on the bay side and the other on th e g u lf 
side, which supply with salt w ater a n u m ­ 
ber of ditches ten feet wide an d a h u n ­ 
dred feet long. 
The sand a cc u m u la tin g 
from the excavation of these d itch e s is 
thrown on each side and used b y th e te r-, 
rapins to 
sun them selves and 
la y th eir 
eggs in, which, if counted, w ould g o u p in 
the millions, and can be raked up b y th e 
bushel. 
In the winter season th e te rr a ­ 
pins remain imbedded in the m u d o f /the 
ditches, where they stay until sp rin g tim e, 
never touching a morsel of food. 
A s y s ­ 
tem of sluices enables Mr. D orlon to k e e p 
the ditches full of salt water, 
or 
d ra in 
them at pleasure, and he is n ot at a ll d e ­ 
pendent on the tide for that p u rp o se.

and Jupiter, perched above her on the ce ­ 
lestial pathw ay, though shorn of its bright­ 
est ra ys a s he travels far from earthly do­ 
m ains, is second only to the starry queen.

THE EADS SHIP RAILROAD. 


Ch ica g o, February 23.—The Inter-Ocean’s 
Washington special says : 
Captain Eads’ ship 
railway scheme died hard in congress. 
It was 
supposed that the Floyd-King fracas in the 
house the other day gave a quietus for the ses­ 
sion but Eaton came to the rescue in the senate 
the other day, offering a resolution declaring 
that the interests of the people of the United 
States are so involved in the subjects of ship 
canals and other ways far transportation across 
the isthmus that the government, with the 
frankness due all other people and governments 
hereby asserts its will and insists that its con­ 
sent is the necessary condilioa precedent to the 
execution of any such project r.nd also to the 
rules and regulations under which other nations 
shall participate in the use of such canal, or 
other ways, either in peace or war. This is a very 
innocent-looking manifesto, but it serves to re 
open the whole subject and it is already under­ 
stood that Senator Windom, of Minnesota, is 
preparing an elaborate speech, which he will 
deliver this week. 
He will not have much to 
siy respecting the Eaton resolution, but will 
make an exhaustive argument in behalf of 
Eads’ ship railroad and the Tehuantepec route, 
which he earnestly believes in. 
He is offering 
first to his own country the profit of partici­ 
pating in the Mexican c sncession to Eads, 
which permits him to allow the »United States 
conjointly with Mexico, to discriminate in her 
own behalf in the matter of tolls, and says if 
Eads should be repulsed by the United States 
and should make a tender to England, she 
would accept the proposition and confer honor­ 
ary titles and pensions 
on 
him besides 


CABINET PREDICTIONS. 


W a s h in g to n , February 23.—A republican 
senator of prominence and influence said very 
positively to a reporter of the western associated 
press to-day; 
“If you telegraph that Robert 
Lincoln will be secretary of war, Senator Sar­ 
gent, of California, secretary of the navy, and 
Wayne MacVeagh, of Pennsylvania, attorney 
general, you will name three of Garfield’s cabi­ 
net. 
Sargent was chairman of the senate com­ 
mittee and studied naval affairs closeley; Mac 
Veagh is son-in-law of Simon Cameron: Sena­ 
tor Logan sticks to the assertion that Lincoln 
will be secretary of war.’- 


N ew Y o rk , February 
23.—The Times 
says there seems to be a general disposition to 
regard the secretaryship of the interior as a 
minor appointment, which may shnply be given 
to anybody who claims to represent the north­ 
west or Pacific slope, or some other section of 
the country supposed to be ready to accept 
something short of the treasury or state de- 
partment. The Times thinks the interior de­ 
partment is second to none in importance, and 
that no name has bees mentioned in connec­ 
tion with the place which does not fall ridic­ 
ulously below the standard of capacity re­ 
quired. It is perfectly safe to say that the sue* 
ccstor of Schurs will not be second among the 


politicians of sectional fame or harmonizing 
putentiality to those who have been mentioned 
in connection with the place, and we must de­ 
cline to believe that Garfield proposes to have 
one there. 


C h icag o , February 23.—The Tribune has 
a Mentor special, which is summarized in its 
head lines as follows; Garfield is now under 
stood to have crossed his rubicon state as re­ 
ported to be prepared as follows; 
Secretary of 
state, J G Blaine; secretary of the treasury, 
Chas J Folger; secretary of the navy, Nathan 
Goff; postmaster general, Charles Foster; attor 
ney general, General Howe; secretary of war, 
Davis, of California; secretary of the interior, 
either Wilson or Allison, of Iowa. 
Lincoln 
was left out because Illinoisians have all got 
the big head. Goff had a sure thing all the 
time; so had Foster; Howe was lucky. 
In 
the course of the special the following state­ 
ment was made: Davis, of California, is said 
to be a very good man. 
He is at present a 
congressman from that state and was defeated 
last fall by Geneial Rosscranz. 
Mr Davis 
and Mr. Garfield are firm friends. 


A gentleman whose opportunity for absolute 
knowledge is unquestioned and whs hus recent­ 
ly been at Mentor says the above is but the 
wildest guessing. 
He strikes from the above 
list the name of Folger, Gcff, Howe, and D a­ 
vis. He says Conkling will have to take a 
back seat in this administration, and Blaine 
will be the dominant factor; . that Robert 
Lincoln will undoubtedly get a portfolio ; that 
Folger has no showing and that California may 
yet get recognized. 
Above all he says Gaifield 
is so close mouthed that not one of the news­ 
mongers has been able to pump him and that 
he is so discreet that nobody feels injured at his 
reticence. 


New York’s new senator (Platt) thinks both 
the fiiends and enemies of Senator Conkling 
will be taken care of and General Garfield will 
try by his appointments to harmonize the dif 
Terences which have existed in the republican 
patty in that state. Senator Robertson, he 
thinks, will be sent to a foreign mission. 
As 
to the announcement that Postmaster James 
will be made postmater-general, Piatt says the 
statement is premature. 
He does not think it 
probable. 
While the New York postmaster is 
friendly to Senator Conkling he is not the latter’s 
first choice for a cabinet position. 


CALIFORNIA IN THE CABINET. 


Direct and posi.ive information has been re­ 
ceived in the city from General G irfield within 
the last few days in regard to the subject of giv 
ing the Pacific coast a reprer.en'ative in his 
cabinet, which is in substance as follow.; 
He 
is strongly inclined to fill some one of the cab­ 
inet positions by an appointment from Cali­ 
fornia but has not yet fully determined whether 
the pressing claims of other states and secucns 
will admit of his leaving a place lor the Pacific 
coast at all.

COLORADO SCHOOL LANDS. 


The senate to day passed to bill introduced 
by Hill, of Colorado, to enable that state to 
tike lands for school purposes in lieu of the 
16th and 36th sections, found to be mineral 
lands, This bill accomplishes two important 
objects; for it not only gives Colorado^the priv­ 
ilege of selecting several thousand acres in lieu 
of that withheld, but also for the first time pro­ 
vides for promptly and definitely determining 
what land in the i6;h and 36-h sections is min­ 
eral and what is non mineral. 
It is provided 
that upon the secretary of the interior’s decid­ 
ing as to the character of the land the title of 
the state t® such land shall thereby be perma­ 
nently settled, and hence no disquieting ques­ 
tion in regard to its character can be raised 
thereafter. 


WASHINGTON BREVITIES. 


The amount of legal tenders received by the 
treasury yesterday from national banks for the 
retiring circulation was §280,000. 
The depos­ 
its since the passage of the funding bill by the 
senate aggregate S4,792,700. 
Attorney Gen­ 
eral Devens expresses the opinion that ad­ 
ditional legislation is not necessary to protect 
the right of the United States. 


The house bill pending in the senate to pro­ 
tect purchasers of articles against patent ven- 
d;rs, is regarded by the senate as 
imperfect. 
The senate proposes to offer a substitute with 
provisions so sweeping as to protect all inno­ 
cent purchasers of patented articles and to 
punish men who attempt to extort a royalty 
from innocent purchasers. 


A great deal of comment is made on the fact 
that the president’s m-ssage to be delivered at 
the opening of congress has not been printed. 
There have been numerous applications for it. 


The agricultural appropriation bill appropri­ 
ates $10,000 for reclamation of arid lands by 
means of experimental artesian well boring. 
Belford obtained an increase of this amount to 
$20,000 in the committee of the whole, but his 
amendment was finally defeated. 


Vice President-elect Arthur visited the sen­ 
ate chamber in company with Conkling, who 
introduced him to many Senators on both sides 
of the chamber. Blaine also made his re-ap­ 
pearance in the senate after a long absence. 
He was heartily congratulated by democrats as 
well republican associates. 
H e subsequently 
had a talk with Arthur. 


RELIEVING THE MONEY MARKET. 


It is learned upon good authority, though 


n o t y e t officially, that Secretary Shermm in­ 
tends to pay out the five millions already re­ 
ceived from banks retiring circulation and all 
which come in from that source in the purchase 
of bonds. This is in addition to the notice 
sent this motning in relation to redeeming on 
presentation, the bonds embraced in the hun­ 
dred and first call. 


Secretary Sherman states, relative to the 
present movement of national banks to retire 
their circulation, that this movement of the 
banks is to avoid the operations of the fifth sec­ 
tion of the funding bill, which provides that 
from and'after a certain date three per cent 
bonds shall be 
the only 
bonds receiva 
ble as security for national bank circula­ 
tion, necessarily has brought into the treasury 
large sums of money; that it only affects the 
money market in the city of New York where 
deposits must be made, and draws directly 
from the banks or street currency needed there 
for businesss operations. Secretary Sherman 
says he can and will pay out this money ; and 
also surplus revenue in payment for bonds for 
the sinking fund offered at par and accruing 
interest; that the treasury can’t interpose fur 
ther than to apply its surplus currency in ex­ 
cess of the redemption fund to the reduction of 
the public debt. Called bonds are preferred, 
but if these are not offered sixes will probably 
be taken on the same terms; namely, at par 
ar.d accruing interest. Bonds must be sent to 
Washington to be rectifiid, but will promptly 
be paid for at either of the principal depositories 
of the United States. 


CARPENTER’S DEATH. 


The senate received in mournful silence the 
announcement by Cameron of his colleague’s 
death. 
Cameron made a few appropriate re­ 
marks and offered a resolution expressive of the 
profound sorrow of the senate and providing 
1 hat the senate take charge of the remains and 
remove them to Milwaukee in charge of the 
sergeant at arms, and that the senate, as an ad­ 
ditional mark of respect, adjourn. Pendleton 
seconded the reso'u' ion in a heartfelt speech 
and the senate adjourned. 


The death of Senator Carpenter will make it 
impossible for the republic) ns to control the 
organization of the next senate immediately 
upon its assembling, even if Mahone or Davis 
will vote with the republicans. The Wisconsin 
legislature cannot constitutionally fill the va­ 
cancy prior to the second Tuesday after receiv:

W a s h in g to n , February 24.—Senator Car­ 
penter passtd away quietly, his wife, son and 
daughter, Dr. Fox, of Milwaukee, and C. G. 
Williams, of Wisconsin, being present. 
He 
saak quietly away without a struggle, simply 
dying from exhaustion incident to the disease 
that had spent itself upon his system. Three 
days ago vapor baths were tried upon him with 
apparent success, and delusive hopes were held 
out that he w-uld recover. 


His health has been failing for about two 
years past. Several timis he has been down 
with no cxpcction of recovery. His naturally 
strong constitution enabled him to rally from 
these several attacks but he has been almost 
wrecked the past six months. It is thought his 
death was caused directly by Bright’s disease of 
the kidneys. There was general dissolution of 
vital energies. Yesterday afternoon he had 
improved considerably and it was expected he 
mi^ht again be able to get about. 
During the 
night, however, he grew worse and it was 
known he could not live. Last Friday he was 
out in his carriage and called upon the presi­ 
dent and the several departments. 
He went to 
bed next day and never rose again. 


Arrangements for the usual congressional 
honors in connection with the luneral are not 
yet decided upon, and the funeral services will 
take place at the senator’s late residence at 2.30 
Sunday next. The remains will then be depos­ 
ited temporarily in a vault in the congressional 
cemetery and be conveyed to Wisconsin accom 
pan.ed by a committee of five senators and the 
sergeant at arms soon after the close of the pres­ 
ent session.

FUNDING BILL. 


The house will probably pass the senate bill 
removing the tax of bank deposits. Icfluen- 


tial members of both houses say this fact w ill 
be compensation for the 3 per cent. bill. 
The 
ways and mtar.s c >rr.:nittee this morning con­ 
sidered senate amendments of the funding bill. 
The majority were agreed to. 
Section 4 was 
amended; authorizing the secretary of the treas­ 
ury to use from time time not over 50,000,000 
at one time of standard gold and silver coin in 
the treasury to redeem 5 and 6 per cents., and 
authorizing him at any time to apply surplus 
mor.ey in the treasury to purchase or redeem 
any bonds or treasury notes. Section 5 was 
amended by extending from July 1st to Sep 
tember 1st the time when banks must deposit 
new bonds to secure circulation. The com­ 
mittee meet again to-morrow. Friends of the 
bill intend to move to consider it and concur in 
the senate amendments. Sjme members prefer 
the slower way of non concurrence and refer­ 
ence to a conference committee. 
It may yet 
fail to pass if opinions are divided as to pro­ 
cedure. 


UTE INDIAN AGREEMENT. 


Judge Lawrence, fi st comptroller of the 
treasury, has ju*t rendered a decision in the 
matter of Ute Indian contracts, in which he 
maintains since the act of March 3d* 1871» n° 
treaty could be made with an Indian nation or 
tribe with the United States; that an agreement 
may be made with su^h nations or tribes 
in 
pursuance of an act of congress, that it is the 
general rule that as to the rights of other gov 
ernments under the treaty it takes effect from 
its date, to which ratification relates back, but 
so far as it operates in individual rights the 
doctrine of relation does not apply and it takes 
effect from its final ratification; that the agree­ 
ment authorized by the act of June 15, 1880, 
relative to the Ute Indians, is not a treaty, and 
that under said agreement and act the annual 
interest to be distributed per capita to the Ute 
Indians is to be computed as commencing Sep­ 
tember 11, 18S0. 


C h eap E a te s From CMcasfo.

This extreme rate was paid 
betv e^n two and three in spite of the fact that 
the treasury came to the rescue in the shape of 
an order received by the United States as istant 
treasurer here, a little before noon, in wh ch 
he gave notice that any of the twenty five mil 
lion dollar five per cents, called on the 21st 
will be paid on presentation at Washington, 
the price at which they will be received being 
par and accrued interest up ’o date of presen 
tation. 
This had great i' fluence on the stock 
market, which opened very weak, declined one 
to five per cent, and gave indications of a 
panic. 
As soon as the news came what locked 
like a bull panic was changed to a bear panic, 
prices having suddenly advanced one to six 
per cent. 
At this advance speculators began 
to consider whether any large amount of those 
bonds could be got hold, of to present for pay 
ment and the rise did rotLold but during the 
remainder of the day the stock market was very 
feverish with frequent fluctuations between the 
highest and lowest figures of the day, but clos 
ing prices were neai er to the highest than the 
lowest. 


Canadian Pacific. 


N e w Y o r k , February 24.—The Tribune 
says ; 
Evidently the Canadians do not expect 
the Pacific railroad to draw any trade from our 
western states and territories. The charter 
their parliament has given to the new syndicate 
prohibits trade of any branches of the line 
within 
15 miles of the American border. 
In­ 
stead of reaching out for our trade they are 
afraid our railroads will grasp a portion of that 
yet to be developed in tbeir own northwestern 
provinces and divert it from Montreal and Oue- 
bec. 


The Canadian enterprise, although a highly 
important one in its bearing on the settlement 
of Manitoba and British Columbia and on the 
problem of the Dominion’s future, will not be 
likely to exercise any appreciable effect on the 
currents of transcontinental trade in this coun­ 
try.

When you come to the real 
practical benefit to this state of having a 
member of the ca'binet, there is none with 
the possible exception of the secretaryship 
of the interior. 


Our dispatches show, as we stated yes­ 
terday, that the funding bill is essentially 
a democratic measure. It is a-bill which 
seems to have been specially designed to! 
hamper thè incoming republican adminis­ 
tration,and defeat refunding. It requires 
of our secretary of th e; treasury what the 
English parliament woiild not think of re­ 
quiring of its financial secrteary. 


Extraordinary parliamentary rules are 
being introduced into the English parlia­ 
ment which, according to our ideas,cut off 
free speech. Mr. Gladstone a few weeks 
ago secured the passage of the following 
new rule so as to prevent filibustering : 


“Method for the better conduct of the 
house on future occasions. 
If upon notice 
given a motion be made that the state of 
public business is urgent, and if, on the 
call of the speaker, forty members shall 
support it by. rising in their places, the 
speaker shall forthwith put the question, 
no debate, no amendment, no adjourn 
ment being allowed; and if on the voices 
being given he shall be without doubt 
that the noes 
have' it 
his decision 
shall not be challenged; but, if otherwise, 
a division may be forthwith taken, and if 
the question be resolved in the affirmative 
by a majority of not less than three to one, 
the powers of the house for the regulation 
of its business upon the several stages of 
bills, and upon motions, and all other mat 
ters shall be and remain with the speaker, 
until the speaker shall declare that the 
state of public business is no longer ur­ 
gent.” 


According to this forty members of the 
house with the speaker can cut off debate 
or motions. Such a thing is unknown .in 
our legislative bodies except when the 
previous question has been moved which 
«quires a two-thirds vote. The powers 
given the speaker are despotic and the 
whole rule is revolutionary. Mr. Gladstone 
oughtto have invented some fairer method 
to cut‘off the factious delays of tho borne 
niUm and iaadlaagusrs.

But we wish partieflliarly to refer to 
Arapahoe county. Assessor Roberts’ at- 
1 tent ion was called to the fact that some 
¡cattle were assessed at only $5 a head. 
! He* only remarked th&t it w as a departure 
from the schedule and ’the m istakes were 
1 ioufld^too late to remedy. 
T his shows un­ 
pardonable-carelessness because the mis­ 
take ¿6uld' hardly have passed unnoticed. 
Mr. Clark, the gentlem an who made the 
stock assessment, put in his own 500 head 
at $5; Mr. Ernest put 7,000 head at $5, and 
there were other blunders of the same 
sort. Mr. Roberts was paid to detect just 
such mistakes and could have done so if 
he had attended to business. 
. Regarding money and credits Mr. Rob­ 
erts testified as follows: 


In regard to me decrease in credits in 
Arapahoe comity, from 
o->o iri 1879, 


“o ¿369,000 in 1880, Mr. Roberts testi­ 
fied : 


"In explaining that, I can go back to 
1874, when I was assessor for the first 
ume. In that year. I w ai a new hand and 
was anxious to make a good showing, so 
I went to the records and took down ev- 
i»ry mortgage and trust deed, amounting 
fo $1,000.600, arid put them on the assess­ 
ment toll for taxation. 
T he levy w&s 
made, but only a small fraction was ever 
collected, the rest being still standing as 
delinquent. A test c*se was made, and 
»was decided against the county. After 
ihat we quit taking the assessm ent roll off 
ihe records. 


"I made the assessments up to 1879. 
In that year Mr. Terpening was assessor, 
*nd was anxious to m ake a good showing. 
He, therefore, went on supposition, and 
rolled up a fictitious valuation according 
to his own idea of what m oneys and cred 
its a man ought to have. 
T he result is 
(hat the bulk of the taxes of that year 
could not be collected. 


Regarding Arapahoe’s inability to col­ 
lect taxes on mortgages and trust deeds 
we will say nothing except th at other coun­ 
ties can and do do it. But he says that the 
moneys and credits of $688,000 in the 1879, 
assessment were “fictitious valuation” and 
intimates that the assessm ent of #369.000 
this year is just. Mr. Roberts shows an 
extraordinary < amount of cheek in at­ 
tempting to justify such an assessment. 
With #6.000,000 in the banks.a large num­ 
ber of lenders,such an am ount is absurdly 
low. It is even $25,000 less than the 
money and credits of El Paso when it 
should be at least ten tim es more. We 
doubt if on May 1, last year, we had a 
tenth of the money on deposit in our banks 
that there was in the D enver banks. 
His 
remark elsewhere that som e of the capi­ 
talists drop their hands before swearing 
that they have no money or credits is flip­ 
pant and also shows th at no effort was 
made to get them. 
M en like John Evans, 
Dave Moffat, Governor Routt, Mr. Tabor, 
Geo. Trich, Walter Cheesm an, none of 
whom gave in any m oney and credits, 
ought to have been com pelled to perjure 
themselves squarely if at all for it is hard 
ly possible to believe that these men did 
not have §.ny personal property. 


Regarding the sm all num ber of polls, 
Mr* Roberts testified as follows : 


Mr. Hudson asked how the poll was re­ 
duced from 3 900 in 1879 to 1,785 iri 1880 


Mr. Roberts replied that the law put a 
poll tax only on m ales. 
Mr. Terpening 
changed the rule, and included the fe-r 
males. 


Mr. Hudson called attention to the dif­ 
ference in the polls of Arapahoe and E( 
Paso. El Paso h asiess than one third the 
population of Arapahoe, yet has a poll of 
1 400 to Arapahoe’s 1.700. 


Mr. Roberts replied that the smaller the 
population was, the greater would be the 
proportion of the listed property and the 
poll, because greater care could be given 
to the assessment. 
"D enver has a large 
fl jating population—m en who have noth­ 
ing beyond the clothes they wear, and the 
assessor cannot m ake an accurate enroll­ 
ment. 
We know that there were five or 
six thousand more who ought to pay poll 
tax, but we had not the tim e to look after 
them, so we took the lists as they came in, 
and did not go out to canvass the county. 
Mr. Terpening listed all the cripples in 
town, all over and all under age. We ex 
tended the poll box only to those persons 
who filed their lists. 


This is bad pleading. 
If Mr. Roberts 
had simply made the statem ents regarding 
his own assessment without attacking that 
of Mr. Terpening it would not have been 
so bad. In 1S79 D enver claimed to have 
a population of 30,000. 
T hree thousand 
and nine hundred polls in such a city 
would have been rather sm all. We pre­ 
sume Denver would have cast at lerst 
6,000 votes at that tim e. 
But Mr. Roberts 
states that Mr. Terpening was obliged in 
making so many to list fem ales and crip­ 
ples over and under age. 
Mr. Roberts re­ 
turns 1,700 polls in a city whose census 
showed 36,000 people» whose registration 
last fall was about 16,000 an d whose vote 
was about 8 000 and confide» no apology

of New York, postmaster general which” 
Garfield seemed inclined to do. 
The ob­ 
jections to James were not on personal 
grounds, but it was urged that the position 
of postmaster general was not of sufficient 
importance for the state of New York to 
fill. Inasmuch as about half of the receipts 
of the treasury department came from New 
York, it was thought the treasury depart­ 
ment.-. should-, be filled by a New Yorker. 
Stränge to say New York has not filled 
this position in some years. Since the re­ 
publican party has been in power, there 
has been but one man who could claim to 
:be a New Yorker at its head, Hugh Mc- 
Culloch. He occupied this posi’ion at a 
'time when he could not distinguish him­ 
self and he is hardly thought of to day. 
Lincoln’s great financial secretaries were 
from Ohio and Maine, Chase aipd Fessen­ 
den. Grant 
undertook to put a New 
York^i-, Stewart, at the head of the treas­ 
ury but was compelled to give up the idea. 
During his eight years of administration, 
the. office was filled by three New Eng 
landers, Boutwell, Richardson and Mor­ 
rill. Hayes put at the head of the treasury 
a western man, John Sherman. 
Of the 
financiers who have distingdished them­ 
selves in the cabinet during and since the 
war, none have been New Yorkers. Strange 
to say the same thing is almost true of the 
senate and house. 
In the senate Conk 
ling has always been 
silent 
on ' the 
subject of finance except 
during the 
proposed inflation legislation in 1874 The 
greatest commercial state of the country 
has hardly had her great inteiests repre­ 
sented. Her senators and representatives 
have thought more of politics than finance 
and the material interests of the country. 
The only committee in either house that 
has to do with finance that we remember 
New York to have had within 15 years the 
chairmanship of is the house committee 
on banking and currency. 
This chair­ 
manship was held five years ago by Sun­ 
set Cox, who certainly did his state no 
credit or good in that position. It has long 
been a noticeable feature of New York 
representatives taat they failed to repre­ 
sent the most important interests of the 
state. 


But the fact that New York now claims 
and properly claims to the treasury de­ 
partment shows that she is waking up to 
this matter. The appointment of Mr. 
Morton as secretary of the treasury would 
be an eminently fit one on account of his 
eminent ability, as well as on account of 
the state he hails from. 
If any one could 
fund the debt under the absurb funding 
law, he could do it,because he would have 
the confidence ot bankers and capitalists. 


In answer to our charge that the $5,000 
appropriated 
to improve the capitol 
grounds wouldn’t be a waste of money if 
the capital should be removed this fall 
from Denver, the Denver Times claimed 
it would not because the outlay improved 
the property and it could be sold for more, 
the proceeds going to build the capitol in 
the new place. 
The next day, however, 
in giving reasons for putting the capital at 
Denver the following was given : 


Third. A few years ago Arapahoe 
county gave some tracts of land for capitol 
purposes which were accepted This land 
is worth a large sum of money, and would 
bring in the best part of two hundred 
thousand dollars in money to day. No 
other city has had interest enough in the 
matter to offer a dollar’s worth of property 
to relieve the state from any portion oi the 
expense of establishing and building a 
capitol. Colorado Springs doubtlrss thinks 
it would be all right to sell the donated 
property in Denver for the purpose of 
erecting state 
buildings 
in Colorado 
Springs, but it is doubtful if any other 
county in the state would endorse that 
view. 


Here we are told that it would be mor­ 
ally wrong to do this ; that the state has 
no right to use this property or consider it 
its own unless the capital is located at 
Denver. Hence, we were right in stating 
this money was wasted 
if the capital 
is not located at Denver. T he whole tone 
of the article in the Times is that the cap­ 
ital morally belongs to D enver; that the 
coming election is a farce,because the peo­ 
ple are not expected to make any change. 
The 
gift 
qf 
this 
land 
seems 
to give Denver a sort of mortgage on the 
capital. We don’t think this style of argu­ 
ment will work. W e presume when the 
land was given, Denver expected to take 
her chances with other cities. If she loses 
it is her misfortune. Nor can Denver 
claim any generosity for having given the 
land because she feels the state has no 
moral right to use the land except for a 
capital. Denver has done no more than 
dozens of other cities are willing to do. 
Colorado Springs has laid out capitol 
grounds which she will give for this pur­ 
pose.

It is generally claimed by protectionists 
that it is a m istake to look at their system 
from the standpoint of a single industry; 
that the system is intended to embrace the 
industries of the entire country and help 
all alike. 
In this country, this may be 
true as regards the production of manu­ 
factured articles but is not true as regards 
the production of raw material. The Ag­ 
riculturist in this country is at greater dis­ 
advantages regarding wages as compared 
with the wheat growing countries in south­ 
ern Ru§sia, than the iron manufacturer of 
Pennsylvania is with the iron manufac­ 
turer of England. 
Yet protectionists have 
made no law which shall enable the wheat 
grower to get more for his wheat, though 
they have m ade laws which enable all 
manufacturers of articles used on the farm 
such as tools,clothing and household furni­ 
ture to receive increased prices. The ag­ 
riculturist has a right to ask that he be not 
discriminated against in that way. He 
has a right to think that if he can compete 
with the serf labor oi Russia and the slave 
labor of Asia Minor, working on the best 
wheat soil in the world, that the manufac­ 
turers in this country can compete with the 
so called “ pauper labor” of England and 
France. 


But it is claim ed that protection assists 
the agriculturist in two ways. First by 
giving a new m arket for the whea.t in man­ 
ufacturing centres and secondly by cheap­ 
ening transportation so that there is a 
market for our wheat in Europe. As to 
the first we may say that it is of course 
better for the wheat grower to sell his 
wheat at a certain price in Pennsylvania 
than at the sam e price in Europe. But it 
is not proven that there might not be just 
as many m anufacturing centres under free 
trade as under protection. We only know 
that the nature of the manufactures would 
be different. 
As to protection cheapening 
transportation and extending the wheat 
market, the claim is absurd. The rail 
roads built into Iowa, Wisconsin, Minne­ 
sota, N ebraska and Dakota have been 
built there only for the inducements which 
the agriculturists offered capitalists. Pro­ 
tection has increased the cost of these 
roads 15 or 20 per cent, by the duty of 
$28 per -ton on steel rails and the duty on 
other articles largely used in railroad con­ 
struction. 
This of course proportionately 
increased the foreign tariffs. As to ocean 
freights, they have been reduced in spite 
of protection which will not allow our 
merchants to use the cheap Clyde steam­ 
ers, but insists that they shall pay 25 or 
33} Per cent, more for American steamers 
and thus increase the foreign rates. In a 
word protection has added at least 15 per 
cent, on railroad rates and would add 25 
per cent, on ocean rates. The farmers 
should unite to have these discriminations 
against them reduced if not abolished.

From Larissa it is a long day's ride to 
Trikala, alongside the lazy stream of the 
Selemoria ; but the dreariness of the in­ 
terminable plain is relieved by the glori­ 
ous view of m ountain ranges which bound 
the horizon on all sides—to the east the 
long, low ridge of Pelion and the sharp, 
delicate park of Ossa ; to the north the 
snow-capped domes of Olympus and the 
intricate chain of the Kambouni ; to the 
west the m assive svnlls of the Pindus ; and 
far away to the south the blue outlines of 
the hills which form the present frontier of 
the Hellenic kingdom. 
Had the hand of 
man but done as much for Trikala as na­ 
ture has, it might well have deserved its 
name of the Thrice Beautiful. Built under 
the walls of a quaint mediaeval fortress on 
a low spur which the Kambouni projects 
into the plain, its domes and minarets and 
straggling streets, interspersed with mass­ 
es of green foliage, form a grateful contrast 
to the desolate appearance of Larissa. 
But the memory of the days when Tricca 
was a seat of Hellenic learning sacred to 
.¿Esculapius, has long since died out, and 
Trikala has nothing upon which to pride 
itself save its tobacco and its grapes. 


In Thessaly creation bears the impress 
of a gentler hand, from the soft lines of 
her undulating plains, the placid flow of 
her lazy streams, the tepid breezes of her 
sultry clim ate,and the forests which clothe 
her mountains with a luxuriant vegetation, 
to the very indolence and sloth of her in­ 
habitants. 
Nature has fashioned Epirus 
in a harsher mood. The mountains of 
Epirus are 
bare and precipitous; im­ 
petuous torrents rush headlong down her 
inhospitable valleys; bleak winds and 
rains , as of a northern clime, sweep ove 
her snow-capped heights; her small fertile 
table lands are mere oases among a desert 
of rocks; and man himself is here the true 
child of his surroundings. His passions 
are ruder and stronger, his virtues more 
staunch, his vices more fierce. In the 
crisis through which the two neighboring 
provinces are now passing, this salient 
difference between their populations is 
more than usually striking. While apathy, 
or at least what I could call self-helpless­ 
ness, is the m arked characteristic of the 
Thessalian, the Epirote—be he Christian 
or M ussulman, Greek or Albanian—-is 
ready te take hold of his own destinies 
and shape them to hia own bent.

If I had k e p t a list of the 
number of army waerons a n d ambulances 
I have knocked to pieces a n d th e nvmber 
of men and horses I hav e killed, you 
would open your eyes in surprise.

seen the time when I was the only gun 
left in the battery fit for service, and when 
the entire company rallied about me I felt 
a bit proud. 
Let m e S ee. 
I have been 
attached to no less than six different brig­ 
ades of infantry, three different brigades 
of cavalry, and have been posted in two 
forts and one earthwork. 
A sk any artil­ 
leryman if that isn’t a good record. I 
have been struck over o ne hundred times 
by bullets, grape shot and pieces of shell, 
but you see that I am good for another 
campaign 
I was personally acquainted 
with McDowell, R ichardson, 
Kearney, 
Burnside, McClellan, H ooker, Custer, Kil­ 
patrick, Sheridan, G rant, a n d several 
others, and I believe that I h av e received 
words of praise from all o f them . 


And yet I have a stain on m y record. 
Sometimes I am sorry about it and again 
I am glad. 
I don’t think an y of the men 
laid it up against me, b u t yet it was a 
"break in my record. 
T h ey h a d sent me 
over into the Shenandoah valley to fi!>ht 
with Sheridan, and I joined him only five 
davs before the battle of C edar Creek. 
When the men came to count my scars 
and look me over they agreed among 
themselves that I was a trusty piece, and 
they rejoiced that I h a d com e among 
them. Such talk as this naturally made 
me anxious to prove true all they had pre­ 
dicted, and it was with a feeling of deep 
satisfaction that I saw th e battle of Cedar 
Creek commence. 
In ten minutes after 
the first alarm I was throw ing shell among 
the enemy, and the m en around me were 
shouting : 


"Give it to ’em, beauty; you’re shooting 
as true as a rifle !” 


I don’t care to tell you the p art I took in 
that affair, but you can judge that I was at 
the front by the fact th a t I 
was hit by 
bullets no less than tw elve times, and 
every spoke in my w heels h a d a stain of 
blood 
As the fight grew hot I forgot 
myself in my desire to m aim and kill. In 
my eagerness to slay I alm ost jumped 
clear of the earth, and I felt a thrill of 
delight when the shells w ere changed for 
grape and canister. 
I 
saw the enemy 
forming for a charge, b u t I did not move. 
I heard them saying how m uch depended 
on me, and I was too p ro u d to give back a 
foot. 


Just in front ot me, as th at regiment 
came charging on, w ere th ree blue-eyed, 
beardless boys, I knew they m ust be broth­ 
ers. I knew that a good m other had 
kissed them good bye a t som e farm house 
gate, and that a gray h a ire d father had 
felt his heart ache as th ey m arched away. 
I was made to maim a n d kill. I had been 
called a trusty cannon. A ye ! I had taken 
delight in war's horrid m urders. But as 
the three fair haired boys cam e sturdijy-iftn 
and I saw that all would be wiped , o^t ac 
once, I faltered and grew weak for’the 
only time in my life.

No other town asked for 
it. The bill was introduced to enable 
Denver to get hold of the most valuable 
section of 
school land 
in the state. 
If any proof 
were 
dem anded, the 
debate 
in 
the 
senate 
would 
be 
sufficient. 
Colonel Jacobson urged it on 
this ground alone and Senator Streeter op 
posed it on this ground. 
In this debate 
the purpose of the bill was entirely un 
masuked. The entire discussion trned on 
the school section near Denver. 
We 
said the original design of the bill was to 
get possession of the entire school section 
for Denver. 
At this time we were inform­ 
ed by the best informed roan in school 
matters in the state that this section near 
Denver was ivas tno>e valuable than all 
the other school 
lands p u t 
together. 
He said the bill was nothing more or less 
than a robbery of the school fund. 
He 
therefore opposed it. .T h is opened our 
eyes. When this bill cam e up for passage 
in the senate it was am ended so as to pro­ 
vide for the sale of only h alf the section. 
This amendment was m ade by the friends 
of the measure, as they saw the bill could 
not pass providing for the sale ot the en­ 
tire section. The friends of the measure 
then claimed that a beautiful park on one- 
half of the section would double the re- 
maindr-.r in value. 
This appeared plausi- 
ble and the bill passed. 


But even in this shape it was opposed 
by Senators Rogers and Church, both 
Dsnver men. 
Though 
a tremendous 
pressure was brought against them by 
their constituents, they opposed the bill at 
the risk of political death. 
The bill 
could not have been a fair 
one or 
a just one under 
the 
circumstances. 
The Times should explain this vote of 
Senator Rogers if it w ants to convince the 
public that the original bill was not a plan 
to rob the school funds of the state. 
The 
land has doubled in value within a year. 
Even if half the school section is bought 
at the ;market value, it will still be little 
less than robbery. 
T he land is increasing 
in value far more rapidly than money at 
Colorado rates. 
If the land were kept for 
a few years, it could be sold for millions. 
At the present tune, it is estim ated that 
the land, divided into house lots, would 
be worth over half a million. 
If the meas 
ure had been a just one, it would nofhaVe 
been opposed by all the friends of thé 
rommon school system m th e state, and 
by so upright a legislator as Senator 
Rogers.

The legislature of the state is supposed 
to be purely a popular body, but how it 
can be a popular body with several thou^ 
sand people unrepresented, must be ^x-< 
plained by the Colorado Springs G a zet te.

That is a conundrum. 
W e will answer 
it in Yankee fashion. 
How was the late 
legislature a popular body when El Paso 
county with 7,000 population had two rep­ 
resentatives in the lower house and Lead- 
ville with 20,000 population did not have 
any,?; It took the three great counties of 
Chaffer, Lake and Gunnison, with a pop 
ulation-not far fjom 35 000 to m ake one 
district.' There are a good m any sides to 
this question. 


It is rumored that G rant is about to re­ 
sign the presidency of th e W orld’s com­ 
mission because the responses to the call 
for money are coming in slowly. 
This is 
so unlike Grant that we can hardly believe 
it is true. 
He is above all things plucky 
ar.d undaunted by adversity. 
W e should 
naturally suppose that this draw back would 
make him all the more tenacious of his 
position. 


Considerable interest is now being felt 
ia the proposed international conference 
at Paris, For the last year th e holding ot 
this conference has been inevitable. 
Cir­ 
cumstances have changed since we sought 
a conference in 1878. 
W e are well off 
compared with the Latin U nion and Ger­ 
many. Gradually we have been drawing 
their gold and now we have a goodlv 
share of it. One of the results of the con 
ference, which is not at all unlikely, is that 
we shall change our ratio from I to 16 to 1 
fo 15^. 
It is evident that either the Latir 
Union or our country m ust change the 
ratio because one of the purposes of the 
conference is to fix a common ratio. 
The 
United States can change easier than the 
Latin Union because it has so m uch less 
coined. At the ratio of I to 15X 
United States would m ake about $2,500,- 
000 by recoining the silver now coined at 
the ratio of 1 to 16, 
If the L atin Union 
were to change to our ratio they would 
lose about $25,000,000. 
It would be very 
natural for them to oppose such a change. 
Therefore we say it is not unlikely that v e 
coin in the future at 1 to I5<}, a m atter of 
great importance to our miners. 


The result so auspicious to the silver in ­ 
terests of Colorado has been brought about 
by the conservative course of bi-metallists 
like Garfield who have been frequently 
called the enemies of silver because they 
would not endorse the extreme m easures 
of greenbackers like Bland. G erm any and 
Fiance both have desired that A m erica 
should take the initiative in the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver, because they 
wanted America to absorb all the surplus 
silver so that Germany would be rid of her 
surplus silver and France could begin to 
coin again with safety. 
But A m erica re­ 
fused io bear ihe brunt of the battle and 
only 
coined 
enough 
to 
keep 
her 
own 
silver 
product 
from 
falling 
below what it was in 1877. 
T he result 
has been that America has been growing 
financially stronger at the expense of 
France. The conservative conduct has 
virtually compelled France to m ake over­ 
tures to us and has reversed the position 
of the two counties. 
W e can now afford 
to be independent. The prospect now is 
that the silver from our mines may have a 
market value of 130 cents an ounce. 
Our 
miners should follow this question and 
see who have been the real friends of 
silver. They will find that intelligence is 
better than demagogery. 
W e think they 
will find that the intelligent and true 
bimetallists, led by the Denver Tim es in 
this state, will be found their best friends.

THE LAND LEAGUERS. 


The selfishness of the Land Leaguers 
agitation has been well exposed in a 
speech by John Bright in the house of 
commons. 
It is a well known fact that 
John Bright has opposed for thirty years 
the tenure of land system in Ireland. 
He 
has never failed when opportunity offered 
to express his sympathy with the Irish 
ienfant'ry. He has supported all reasona­ 
ble measures for the overthrow of the 
landlord system. 
Criticisms from such a 
man on the methods of the land leaguers 
have a peculiar (force. 
It cannot be said 
that tbjfy come from a friend of the land­ 
lord system but an enemy. 
It will accord­ 
ingly open the eyes of some as to the 
natuie of this agitation to read the follow­ 
ing: 


"W hat have these gentlem en done? 
They have to a large extent demoralized 
the people whom they profess to befriend. 
We have heard a voice which comes from 
the counties of Ireland and tells every

He told me that when his rents becam e 
due some'rents were paid; but a num ber 
of the tenants wished that he should only 
give a receipt for one-half the money 
which had been paid. 
It was that these

committee, and that, thte'paper being 'so 
-presented, they might be saved the m en 
ace, the terror—it might be the outrage— 
to which-they would otherwise be sub­ 
jected; if it were known'they had paid the 
full reint. I have no liking for high rents. 
I am*i^otan Irish -or an English la n d ­ 
owner. Therefore, I have no • personal 
interest: in the matter. 
P?[y sym pathies 
arefall with the Irish tenantry, an d I 
would do anything that lay in my power 
to improve their condition; but to im prove 
their condition the very last thing I would 
think of doing would be to destroy their 
honesty of feeling and their sense of 
honor.”-

Mr! Brigfif.concluded by saying : 
"I take'contort “in believing that not­ 
withstanding the present time of trouble, 
there is visible in the Irish people through­ 
out an improvement which those who are 
not acquainted with their condition now, 
but who were acquainted with their con­ 
dition fifty years ago, would hardly think 
possible. The wages in Ireland are dou­ 
ble, nay, triple, what they were fifty years 
ago. All over Ireland people are better 
dressed, and, with certain temporary e x ­ 
ceptions, better fed than they were thirty, 
forty or fifty years ago; and, notw ithstand­ 
ing all that we see and all that is true and 
to be regretted in the condition of Ireland, 
the population ot that country are far su* 
perior in condition, and intelligence, and 
civilization than in the days when I entered 
thii house.”

Holmes were published, Escott’s “ E ng­ 
land,” Schliemann's “ Ilios,” and Miss 
Bird’s "Unbeaten Tracks in Jip an ” are 
among the most im portant volumes of 
travel; and in the departm ent of history, 
essays and criticism, mental and moral 
political and social science, and the nat­ 
ural sciences, there were a number of not­ 
able books, representing fresh and valua­ 
ble contributions to literature. 


Altogether, the year 1880 was far from 
being one of literary inactivity, and it is 
safe to say that the book trade enters upon 
the new year in a more hopeful mood than 
it has entertained since 1873, while it is as 
true as ever that the short and easy road 
to wealth does not lie through book writing, 
Dook making, or book selling.

Silver Cl if f , February 2 0 —At noon to­ 
day this city was visited by the largest confla­ 
gration in its history. 
The fire originated in 
the Little Chief salosn, on Cliff street, near 
the old postoffice corner, by a chandelier fall 
ing on the stove. The fire department respond­ 
ed promptly,and could have confined the flames 
to the building, hut for some reason very lit­ 
tle pressure- could be obtained from the water 
mains, and the fire rapidly spread to tbe build 
ings adjoining, on either side. The greatest 
excitement prevailed, not only on Cliff street, 
but 'h business men on Main street got every­ 
thing in readiness to quit their buildings on 
short notice. 
Several buildings on Main street 
took fire, but by the superhuman efforts of our 
citizens In draping the buildings with wet car 
pets, etc., no serious damage was done to Main 
street property. 
The fire soon caught on the 
opposite side of Cliff street, and in a few min­ 
utes the whole block was in flames. The build­ 
ings were all frame and packed closely togeth­ 
er. On account of the lack of water our fire­ 
men were compelled to resort to the old*mode 
of fighting the fire fiend by tearing down build­ 
ings. 


The loss will probably reach $$o,ood, par­ 
tially covered by insurance. 
Everything on 
Cl ff street between Mi 1 and Dewalt streets,^is 
a total loss. On Main street, Tomkins, hard­ 
ware; Frisbie, groceries; Slavick, dry .goods; 
Alexander, clothing, 
others lose slightly in 
removing goods to a place of safety. 


There are conflicting reports as to the causé 
of the waterworks failing to respond promptly 
to the signal, some claiming that the engineer 
was asleep and the fires low. 


From Mr. Clark, who was at the waterworks 
at the time the alarm was given, we learn the 
following ;

A B it of Biography. 


T he following brief biographical sketch 
o f Mr. O. J. Kennedy, o f , this city, was 
printed in "B rick” Pomeroy’s Great West» 
of the 6th inst.: 


"O . J. K ennedy, engrossing clerk of the 
senate, was born in Fulton county, Illi­ 
nois, N ovem ber 13, 1851, moved to Law ­ 
rence, K ansas, during the struggle to m ake 
the territory a slave state in 1855. Although 
a boy h e saw and felt all the hardships of 
the “ d ark days” s o f 1855 -’56, even up to 
the close of the civil war. 
His uncle, John 
Jones, was m urdeied in 1855 by, the so 
called “ border ruffians.” . He was an eye 
-witness of the infamous and brutal Q uan 
trell raid on Lawrence. 
His father served 
under G eneral Jim Lane and old John 
Brown. 
T he consequence of these years 
of w ar has made him a radical republi 
can. 
H e attended school at the state uni 
versity, Lawrence, Kansas; under Colonel 
A. S. Johnson he was of the appraising 
par:y th at appraised the lands of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroad, 
of W estern K ansas, long before the road 
was built; went to the Indian Territory in 
1S73, as a clerk at the United States Kiowa, 
Com anche and Apache Indian agency; 
was in the great treaty of that year ac Fort 
Sill, in which the notorious chiefs S antanta 
aw a-B tgT«;e*w ere released from prison; 
cam e to Colorado in 1874. connected h im ­ 
self w jiththe Colorado! Springs M ountain- 
eerfor a tim e, afterward and for four years 
was teacher In the State p e a f and D um b 
institute and also editor o f the D eaf M ute

them at Canon City where the season

A 
long discussion then ensued upon the 
necessity of covering grape vines, Messrs^ 
C olburn, Gumm, McAllister and others 
favoring covering: the vines with earth, 
while Messrs. Frost md Irving were in ­ 
clined to think it unnecessary or at least 
not necessary until late in the winter. The 
subject of pruning was also discussed by 
Messrs. Crawford, De La Vergne, Frost, 
Curr, Snyder, Colburn, Gumm and others. 


Mr. Crawford, the corresponding secre­ 
tary, read a long letter of encouragement 
ind giving some interesting facts upon the 
-uhject of grapes and apples from W. E. 
Pabor, secretary of the State Horticultural 
inciety, which was placed on file, and the 
rhanks of the society, were tendered to Mr, 
Pabor. 


A ltogether the meeting was a very suc­ 
cessful and interesting one and its pro-r 
:eedings will doubtless be productive of 
^reat good.

C ontin u ation of tlie Potter CaBe. 


In giving an account of the Potter trial 
yesterday, we stated that the prosecution 
had rested their case, and at the request 
of the defense the trial was adjourned 
until ten o’clock yesterday morning. 


W hen the court convened yesterday, 
Mr. H arrison, the attorney for the prose­ 
cution, asked if the court would grant 
him the privilege of recalling Mr. Calla­ 
han on the stand, which was granted. 
Mr. Callahan, upon being sworn, said that 
he had been authorized by Mr. Potter to 
reclaim some jewelry which he had in' 
pawn, but that he had failed to get it. H e 
said that the defendant owed him som e 
m oney. This was thé end of thé testimony 
for the prosecution. 


T he defense opened their case by plac­ 
ing G. H . Potter, the defendant, upon the 
stand. 
His testim ony’was about as fol­ 
lows:

of year, and is in fact within the circle of 
perpetual apparition; but the head, though 
really jubt in the ciicumference of thatcir 
cle, lies at 8 p. m. directly below the Pole, 
so near the northern horizon as to be seen 
with dilticuity if at aii. 
A iiuie lat er it 
begins to rise on the eastward side, and 
quite late in tlie evening comes into full 
view. 
I would not recommend waiting for 
it at night, but will say that in the morning 
about 5 30 it is in'fuil view high in the sky, 
.ind all the directions just given for tracing 
it apply as well to that position as any 
other. 
If.any of you vise early enough to 
look for it at that hour, you will be aided 
in finding it by noticing that the brightest 
star then visible in the northern sky is a 
litlle beyond the head of D.aco ia a line 
drawn from the Pole. 
This star is called 
Vega, or Alpha Lyrae, beincc in the small 
constellation of the Lyre or Harp. 


The well known Milky W ay passes 
close beside A lpha Lyrae, and in the 
midst of it, in the part nearest that star 
lies Cygnus, the Swan ; the same constel­ 
lation which a week or two ago you no­ 
ticed at evening in the northwest, and rec­ 
ognized by the figure of a cross. 
There 
are four stars in the upright beam of the 
cross which points along the Milky Way. 
Of these that at the head of the cross (the 
northern end) is brightest,hence called Al­ 
pha Cygni,and the next south of this is mid­ 
way between the two stars of the arms. 
When the figure a swan is^ used in place 
of that of a cross, the bird is represented 
as flying; its head is to be found at the foot 
or southern end of the upright beam, 
while each arm of the cross becomes the 
first joint of aw ing. 
Two more stars are 
placed quite 
symetrically 
in the two 
wings, nearer their tips, and quite in the 
position where one would ^naturally look 
for them, the wings being bent a little from 
the head. 
The outer star on the right 
wing (that furthest from the pole) is Zeta 
Cygni. 


As the two constellations which I de­ 
scribe to-day are not so conveniently visi­ 
ble as the two Bears just at the present 
time of year, I will not so particularly de­ 
scribe the position of the various objects 
of note, but I must m ake an exception of 
one, in consequence of its remarkable 
character. 
It is a faint object, but may be 
found as follow s: 
Close beside Alpha 
Cygni, on the opposite side from the head 
of Drjeo, are two small stars, the line be­ 
tween which is parallel to the central line 
of the constellation, i. e. to the upright 
beam of the cross. ‘ Draw a line from 
Alpha Cygni to the more souther of these 
two stars, and extend it to meet aline con­ 
necting the more northern star with Zeta 
Cygni. At the point where these lines 


m eet is 61 Cygni—the star in question. 
It is the corner of a trapezium or irregular 
four-sided figure having stars at the angles 
and a brigkter one within ; all, however, 
comparatively faint. 


This star exhibits an apparent motion 
among its neighbors of a peculiar kind, 
which has enabled astronomers to meas­ 
ure its distance from the earth. 
The prin­ 
ciple is exceedingly simple. 
Suppose, for 
illustration, that from a certain point on 
Tejon street, I see the college due west, 
and that by going south just 500 feet, it 
appeared say N N W. 
The change of di­ 
rection due to my change of position would 
enable me to measure its distance. 
For if 
the college were further off, a given change 
in my position would not cause so great a 
change of direction, and if it had been 
nearer, a greater change would have been 
produced. 
Now this change of direction 
is called parallax, and the -distance of 
the stars 
is 
saughti 
by ^finding 
the 
parajlax dus to 
the 
change 
in the 
earth’s position from one side of the orbit 
arotln^ the sun to the opposite side. 
(In 
speaking of the distance of the stars I must 
not be supposed to include that of the 
pfanets. The popular use of language 
makes tliese objects “ stars,” but in reality 
they are very different bodies as they 
change their apparent place from one con­ 
stellation to another, and any one of them 
may at two different times be seen in dia- 
met£ically opposite* pláces on the sphere, ^ the * sun 
at 
about 


Understanding, then, that the true stars 
are meant, you will see that they muyt be 
at immense: disUnoes when I tell you that 
this change of theearth’s position, am ount­ 
ing to 1S5,ooo.ooo miles, produces very 
little parallax in any star. 
T he great m a­ 
jority, indeed, exhibit no sensible parallax 
whatever, but their directions rem ain as 
constant to all observation as if their dis­ 
tance were in the strictest sense of the 
word infinite. 
But 61 Cygni does show a 
small parallax, hence it must be one of the 
nearest of the stars. 
In fact it is the near­ 
est but one of all whose distances have 
been measured, and so far as know n, the 
very nearest visible in this latitude, since 
Alpha Centauri our nearest neighbor, is 
here within the circle of perpetual occula- 
tion. 


What then is the distance of this com ­ 
paratively near star ? 
A bout thirty-four 
trillion miles. 
This num ber is too great 
to be at all appreciated when simply 
named ; let me therefore try to give some 
idea of ils vastness. Jules V erne described 
one of his heroes as traveling around the 
earth on a wager in eighty days. 
In nine 
years, at that rate, he would go a million 
miles. 
Then to go thirty four 
trillion 
milles would require three hundred million 
years—a time within which the traditional 
six thousand years since A dam is contain­ 
ed fifty thousand times. 
O r again, let me 
take an illustration from th e velocity of 
light. If we could overcome the convexity 
of the earth and send a ray of light from 
this point to New York, the ray must trav­ 
el four thousand miles to go there and 
back, and it would accom plish those four 
thousand miles forty-one 
or forty-two 
times in the course of a single second. 
With this enormous velocity light reaches 
us from the sun in eight m inutes, but to 
come from 6r Cygni it requires five years 
and nine months. 
This distance has 
nothing fictitious about it. 
It is true that 
it is not accurately known, but this at least 
is certainly known, that the nearest stars 
cannot be much nearer than this, while 
the average distance is ccrtainlv much 
greater. 


One or two things which may have 
seemed surprising before these m easure­ 
ments became known are easily enough 
understood as soon as we adm it to our 
minds the belief that the stars are at this 
really inconceivable distance. 
One is, 
Lhat the stars are not m agnified by the 
telescope. The best instrum ent is that in 
which the fixed stars, how ever bright they 
appear, seem the sm allest, and any a p ­ 
parent size or diameter is due to im perfec­ 
tions cf the glass and the eye. 
It is plain 
enough that a body which could show a 
sensible size at such a distance must be 
very many times larger th an our sup. 
In 
fact, as soon as we know the distances of 
the stars we are able to calculate how 
bright our sun would ap p ear if he were 
equally far avvay. 
And it is found that he 
would present a very third-rate ap p ear­ 
ance. 
He would, to be sure, look bright­ 
er than 61 Cygni, but on the other hand 
not nearly so bright as the stars in the 
Dipper. The stars then are really suns ; 
or, to be more exact, our sun is one of the 
stars ; and one below the average, too, in 
size and brightness. 


Another thing which the distance of the 
stars explains is their apparently fixed p o ­ 
sitions.. The shapes of the constellations 
have riot materially changed since the 
oldest records- When, it was supposed 
that they might be-at a m oderate distance, 
this fact was held to show that they were 
all fastened together to one revolving 
sphere. Now, however, slight motions are 
recognized by the telescope, which can ­ 
not be explained as due to any motion of 
the earth, and others w hich must be a s­ 
cribed to a forward motion through space 
of our sun and his attendant planets, in­ 
cluding our earth am ong them . 
H ence.it 
is probable that all the stars, our sun 
among the r6st, are actually in motion in 
various directions, with various velocities. 
This motion of the stars is called ‘.‘proper 
motion,” for it is to be determ ined for each 
star independently of each other. 
Some 
of the stars exhibit proper motions which 
are found, when we consider ‘.heir dis^ 
tance, to be really rapid. 
Of these, 61 
Cygni is an example, an d a still more re ­ 
markable instance is a telescopic star in 
Ursa Major, which, it is calculated, moves 
so fast that, unless acted upon'by some 
force of which we have no know ledge 
whatever, it will fly off into the regions of 
infinite space beyond the utm ost reach of 
the telescope ; and the com bined attrac­ 
tion of all the bodies of the visible uni­ 
verse will not be sufficient to bring it back, 
or to prevent it from pursuing this solitary 
course forever. 
If we im agine an inhab- 
itated planet circling around this runaw ay 
orb, then the people there can see now a 
sky as brilliant with stars as our own, but 
after millions of years their descendants 
will have no stars except in one portion of 
the heavens, where all will be collected in 
a cluster,- thereafter millions of years more 
this will become invisible, and the inhab­ 
itants will know of no bodies outside the 
system of their own sun. 


If d star were moving exactly toward us 
or from us, the telescope would show no 
proper motion whatever, because the d i­ 
rection of the star would not change. 
But 
observations made with the spectroscope 
give results which are believed to afford a 
measure ofthe velocity o f a star in the di­ 
rection of the line of sight. According to this 
determination, both A lpha U rsae Majoris 
and Alpha Cygni are approaching us, and 
the latter within two h u n d red thousand 
years, 
more 
or 
less, 
unless 
it 
changes 
its 
course 
will 
pass 
one * hundredth 


of its present distance, (which is believed 
to be nearly four times that of 61 Cygni) 
and hence will b e much nearer and bright­ 
er than any star in our present heavens. 


T he fact of the proper motion of stars 
enables astronomers to determine whether 
or not a double star is a binary, without 
waiting for observations of a revolution of 
one com ponent about the other. If the two 
com ponents have a common proper m o­ 
tion, they are believed to constitute a sys­ 
tem , but if their motions are entirely inde­ 
pendent, the one of the other, the star is 
nearly optically double. The application 
of this principle has led to an unexpected 
result in est. tjlishing a connection betweien 
stars at very considerable apparent dis­ 
tances from one another. Thus five out of 
the seven stars in the Dipper are found to 
have their proper motien in common,both 
as regards direction and velocity. 
R. A. 
Proctor, the discoverer of this fact, calls it 
“ star-drift,” 
It is regarded as evidence of 
a true physical connection between bodies 
which, as far as we know, are as distant 
from one another as our sun from 61 Cyg­ 
ni. 
In this way we can explain the ap­ 
parent indifference of the components of 
some double stars to each other’s attrac­ 
tion. 
This sam e star 61 Cygni is double, 
and the components have the same proper 
motion, yet not the slightest tendency to 
revolve the one about the other has yet 
been detected. 
Without supposing that 
this system 
is 
independent of the law 
of gravity, we m ay imagine that the dis­ 
tance between the_two components in the 
direction of our line of sight is very great, 
so that the time of revolution is very long. 
In the case of any group of stars which 
have a common star drift it seems easiest 
to suppose that the separate stars do really 
affect each other’s motion. But not even 
here, and still less in the universe of stars 
regarded as a whole, have we any reason 
to believe that there is actual revolution 
about a comm on centre. The hypothesis 
of a central sun of the universe, fascinat­ 
ing as it is, seems to be without basis in' 
scientific! fact. 


' Among so many masses moving in 
every direction is there not danger of col­ 
lision ? 
Such a catastrophe cannotbe de­ 
m onstrated to be impossible, but it is ex­ 
ceedingly unlikely; and is rendered so, 
strange as the statement seems, by the 
very velocity of the moving bodies. Were 
two stars, much nearer to e^ich other than 
to any other bodies, left at rest in such a 
position: their mutual attractions would 
soon im part to each a motion directly to­ 
w ard the other, and in time they would 
collide with a shock which would vaporize 
both. 
But a very slight motion on the 
part of either before it entered the sphere 
of the other’s attraction, (unless by acci­ 
dent directed precisely toward the latter) 
would cause each to describe an orbit 
harm lessly about their common centre. 
T he form of this orbit would depend on 
the m asses and velocities of the two, and 
the m ore rapid their motion the less likely 
would they be to remain in each other’s 
com panionship. 
The 
prominent phe­ 
nom ena of such a meeting are easily im ­ 
agined. Two orbs are pursuing the courses 
m arked out by the impulse given each at 
its creation. 
Each as seen from 
the 
other, 
or 
rather 
from 
the 
plapets 
which 
accom pany 
it, 
is 
at 
first 
a m ere point of light, one among a thou­ 
sand equals. 
Gradually it becomes more 
bright and beautiful, at last it makes a 
day of night, the solar warmth of its rays 
is exchanged with that of its new compan­ 
ion. 
A nd ever increasing attraction urges 
them nearer together; when just as it seems 
impossible that they should remain apart, 
their motion, hastened by this mutual in ­ 
fluence, carries one beyond the other. 
They separate, never again to approach ; 
each, as before, describes a solitary path, 
but each a very different course from that 
which but for the other it would have pur­ 
sued. 
Such an encounter is not entirely 
m atter of fancy, for in at least one instance 
astronom ers find indications that some­ 
thing like this has been matter of history.

Mr. Charles D^.win in thè Athéricàn 
Stockman communicates to Nature the fol­ 
lowing extract of;a letter from à^Slr. • San­ 
derson, of Chllhurst, which seems to ex­ 
plain the réason iof raising and scattering 
black sheep among ocksr of white - ones 
on ranches in Australia. 
Mr. ; Sàndersòn 
writes : "In the early days, before fences 
were erected and when shepherds had 
charge of very large flocks (occasionally 
four thousand Or ^Ve thousand),^ was 
important to liave d féW sheep easily no­ 
ticed among the rest; àtid hence the value 
of a certain huriiber bf r black ' or* partly 
black shéep, so that Colored lambs were 
then carefully preserved. 
It was'easy to 
count ten or à dozen1 
Sheep ih 


a flock, and when one was missing it was 
pretty safe to conclude that à good ihariy 
had strayed witfi it, sor that the ¡shejiherd 
really kept count of his* flocfe b y 7 counting 
his speckled sh!eep. ' As feriCes were 
erected the flocks were made smaller, and 
the necessity for having the spotlté’d' shéép 
passed away. Their wool^ also being of 
small value, the practice soon grew of kill­ 
ing thehi off as lambs, or ‘ So yburig that 
they had small chànce of breeding, and'it 
surprised hie how, at the end of my sheep- 
farming experience of about eight years, 
the percentage of colored làintìs piroducéd 
was so much sinàller than at the begin­ 
ning. As the quantity of colored wool 
from Australia seems to have much dimin­ 
ished, the above experience would appear 
to be general.”

Snow Troubles to London.

Almost universally the - domestic w ater 
supply has been cut off, so that the stan d ­ 
pipes which were at length put Up in the 
streets by the water companies were im ­ 
mediately thronged by-Shivering' m essen­ 
gers, carrying vessels of; ail descriptions 
for the conveyance of ftie precious fluid. 
To these, which if not the necessary con­ 
comitants of severe frost; were at least not 
very marvelous occurrences, must be ad­ 
ded the damage done by the drifting of 
sno^v through the interstices between the 
slates or tiles of roofs, so that it gained free 
admission to the interior spaces. 
E ven 
where these interior .spaces „were accessi­ 
ble from the upper rooms by trap doors in 
their ceilings, the snow could not be en­ 
tirely removed from th e ; angles; an d in 
the more numerous cases in which no trap 
doors existed, the deposit could not be ap­ 
proached at all, and had to soak through 
the ceilings into the rooms below as soon 
as it was liquified by the thaw. 
In one in­ 
stance, it is said that no ‘less than * iorty 
pounds weight of snow was taken away 
from under a single roof; and, where the 
accumulation could not be removed, the 
damage to the walls and ceilings beneath 
has been proportionately great.

An Old B9er’s Successful A t t e m p t to end His 
E xiaten co- 


News was received 
in this city of the 
suicide of Mr. L. W . Cropper, an old and 
well known citizen of E l Paso county who 
resided on his ranch near Bassett’s mill. 
The first intimation received in this city 
was through a telegram sent to Dr. Kim­ 
ball on Wednesday last w hich announced 
that Mr. Cropper had taken a dose of poi­ 
son and requesting that the doctor come 
to the ranch as soon as possible. 
The 
patient was not dead w hen the doctor ar­ 
med there but was very low an d the doctor 
discerned at a glance that it would be use­ 
less to attempt to save his life. 
Through 
the use of a galvanic battery the doctor 
managed to keep up artificial respiration 
and prolonged his life for several hours, 
but as soon as the electrical current was 
withdrawn death at once took place. 
It 
seems that Mr. Cropper took two doses of 
morphine, the 
first one bein g taken on 
Tuesday morning. 
This dose was not re­ 
tained on the stomach an d did not have 
the desired effect. 
On T u e sd a y night Mr. 
Cropper refused to eat a n y supper and 
sometime during the e ven in g he again 
took another dose of the deathly drug 
which evidently caused his death. 
It was 
evident that Mr. Cropper h ad premeditated 
committing suicide for after his death the 
following letter was found in his room : 


Having been for the 
last two years in 
declining health, attended with great de­ 
pression of mind, I undertook a more ac­ 
tive business to pursue to see if I could 
improve my health, which seem ed for a 
while to have a good effect. 
A change of 
business came too soon for m e to realize 
any sanguine hopes, and again I am pros­ 
trated and my energy paralyzed so much 
that life is a burden to m e. 
T h e cause of 
my health failing so unexpected is some­ 
thing unknown to me. 
I w ill say to my 
children to take this reverse of fortune 
with fortitude. 
Hope yo u w ill meet with 
friends that will carry yo u through life’s 
struggles with happiness 
an d success is 
the wish of your unhappy father.

It appears that self destruction has been 
a mania in the family of the deceased, for 
Mr. Cropper is the third 
brother that has 
died by his own hands, an d it is said that 
his grandfather also ended his existence by 
cutting his throat. 
This is one of the in­ 
stances where suicide has becom e an epi­ 
demic in the tamily 
Mr Cropper came to 
Colorado in 18159, an(l *s a Hollander by 
birth. 
He is comparatively well known 
to ali of the old timers in this city, who 
speak of him as beinpa quiet, 
intelligent 
and good citizen. 
He has 
lived 
in this 
county for nearly 21 year's and was former­ 
ly extensively engaged in 
cattle raising, 
from which occupation h e succeeded in ac­ 
cumulating considerable m o re y and was 
said to be in independent circumstances. 


He has held the office o f justice of the 
peace several times since he becam e a res­ 
ident of the county. 
It is said that in 1874 
he married his second wife, 
which mar­ 
riage did not prove to be 
a happy one, for 
after living together about a je a r , his wife 
left him and returned east. 
Since this time 
Mr. Cropper has had m a n y reverses in 
business, and has lost considerable of his 
property. 
He at times w as very much de­ 
pressed in spirits on account of sickness, 
and life had apparently b ecom e a burden 
to him. 
No inquest in the case is deemed 
necessary.

the 
stock 
oi 
the 
company 
is 
placed as contemplated, 
Messrs. 
T. Y, 
Marshall, Homer 
Pen nock 
and 
L. D. 
Roudebush will be the sole owners. 
The 
Union Emma mine, w hich adjoins the Lee 
on the north, has been purchased of Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor Tabor 
b y the same par­ 
ties, and will be consolidated with the Lee 
in the stock organization. 
T h e capital 
stock of the Lee has b een reduced from 
$10,000,000 to $5,000,000, an d 
while the 
single shares have been increased in num­ 
ber from 200.000 to 500,000, they are re 
duced from $50 to $10 each, and are con­ 
sequently now saleable. 
T h e 
intention 
is to place the stock 
on the New York 
market at an early day. A lthou gh but little 
has been said of the L ee o f late, it still re­ 
tains its rank among the L ead ville mines as 
a. producer. 
It 
is now yielding 
aboqt 
forty tons of ore per d ay, an d its reserves 
are claimed to be very 
extensive. 
The 
new shaft which is being sunk has ialready 
struck iron, and a body o f p a y ore may be 
tapped at any day. 
Som e of the workings 
of the mine have been injured b y the flood 
of water in the Sliver, but this difficulty 
will be overcome by provisions for drain 
age which are now being m ade. 
The pur 
chase of the Emma is a judicious invest­ 
ment, and will result in greatly appreciat­

FROM THE MINES. 


An Interesting Letter from Our G u n n iso n Cor­ 
respondent. 


From a Regular Correspondent ot the Gazette. 


R u b y C a m p , February 2 1, 
1 8 8 1 .— For 
three weeks past I have been sticking 
close to my cabin, and during this time 
have seen or heard of little that is doing in 
other parts of the camp. 
I can, therefore, 
give but little of what is doing in the mines 
at this time. 


A few days ago I went up to 
see the 
Micawber mine, belonging to the Doug­ 
lass County Mining company, of Kansas. 
This mine, of which I have frequently 
spoken in former letters, is situated on the 
east side of Elk basin, and towards the 
head of the creek. 
It has now a shaft on 
the vein of near 50 feet in depth. 
T he ore 
vein thus far has had an average thickness 
of over three feet, and there has been a 
constant improvement in the quality of the 
ore from the surface down 
to present 
workings. 
The mine is just inside the 
Ruby belt. The ore is fine grained galena 
and sulphurets of iron, some of it contain­ 
ing as high as sixty per cent. lead, and the 
few assays had show both the galen a and 
the iron sulphurets to carry a fair pro­ 
portion of silver. 
There are a number of 
equally promising claims in the same vi­ 
cinity, but none are yet undeveloped. 
This find in the Micawber insures a lively 
season in Elk basin next summer. 


The Lead Chief is said to show constant 
improvement with the further 
develop­ 
ments, and is producing rich ore. 


From Chas. Deffenbaugh I 
learn 
that 
the Ruby Chief is turning out rich ore, and 
is as promising as when I last saw it,which 
is saying much. 


The croscut tunnel, which is being run 
to open the Monte Christo at depth, is now 
in 200 feet; 100 feet to go yet before reach­ 
ing the vein. 
The Monte Christo is the 
southwest extension of the Bullion 
King. 


A good strike of ruby ore is said to have 
been made last we;'; in 
R uby 
basin, 
(head of Anthracite credi,) m a claim be­ 
tween the Robert Emmet and 
the Chico- 
ma. 
The ore is said to be very rich. This 
claim gave little encouragement 
on 
the 
surface. 


The anthracite coals lying 
west of 
us 
aopear to be drawing the attention 
of 
many of the railroad men of the 
east. 
Having had letters of inquiry in regard to 
this coal, I have taken pains 
to learn all 
that is yet known of its extent; there is no 
question in regard to its quality, 
it being 
fully equal to that of Pennsylvania 
The 
veins, or perhaps the different portions of 
the same vein, vary in thickness from four 
to forty feet; the thickest being from eight 
to ten mjles west of Irwin. 
The same coal 
i< known.to extend much farther west than 
north, on both sides of Anthracite creek, 
and along its tributaries. 
The same coal 
is found on the north side of the 
Elk 
mountains, on Rock creek, at which place 
the vein is sixty feet thick. How extensive 
it is on that side of the range, is not known. 
Croppings of large veins of coal 
were 
found on the tributaries of the North Gun­ 
nison, above the mouth 
of Anthracite 
creek, by prospectors last summer, but so 
far as I have been able to 
learn, 
none 
ascertained its nature. 
It is not 
known 
that the coals of the North Gunnison 
are 
anthracite. 
They are certainly 
not lig­ 
nite. or they would not crop out so promi­ 
nently as described to me. 


Enough of the anthracite has already 
been found to render it practically inex­ 
haustible; the extent and quantity is prob­ 
ably greater than in Pennsylvania. 
In 
time, and it may not be long, when this 
coal is reached by railroads from east, 
west, north and south, it is likely to be of 
greater value, and to give employment to 
more men, and more capital than the sil­ 
ver mines oi these mountains, rich and ex­ 
tensive as they are now known to be. 
When the D. & R. G. road reaches this 
coal you will probably burn as much of it 
in Colorado Springs as of Canon City coal; 
it will go enough further to m ake up for 
the greater cost per ton. 
It is burned in 
Irwin this winter and gives the town a 
steady and a summer temperature within 


doors. 


Sun dogs appear to have been of fre­ 
quent occurrence during the present win­ 
ter. 
All notices I have seen of these phe­ 
nomena speak of them as, and I believe it 
is the universal belief, that they are the 
harbingers of extreme cold weather. 
This 
is not true as all may find by observation. 
Sun dogs never appear except in very 
cold weather and at such times as the cold 
is felt even more keenly than 
the 
ther­ 
mometer would indicate. 


The appearance of what is known as sun 
dogs or mock suns are caused b y the re­ 
flection of the sun’s rays from frost falling 
through the air. 
This frost differs from 
snow, in that it is tbe form of minute trans 
parent scales. 
My observations show 
these ice particles to be formed only at the 
point of contact of currents of air of differ 
ent degrees of temperature, the warmer 
being necessarily always above. 
Th# 
greater the difference in the temperature 
of the two strata of air the greater the fall 
of the ice particles and the more brilliant 


the dogs. 


After the subsidence of a blixzard from 
the north, the cold air of which it was 
composed frequently settles over the land 
as far as it extended, and at 
such times 
the lowest temperature will 
be 
found in 
the lowest valleys, and it is at such times 
after remaining thus for a few days that 
the cold is most severely felt. 
This air, 
by reason of its greater density, clings to 


tbe earth*« w rfM M nd if not n a d U y dis­ 


turbed by currents passing over it. 
At 
such times should a current of air of a 
considerably higher temperature pass over 
the cold air which has settled in and filled 
the valleys, and the sky be clear or fair, 
the ice particles before mentioned will be 
formed and 
sun dogs 
appear and are 
therefore the harbingers of warm, not of 
cold weather, as the 
warm air current 
pressing above will in from one to three 
days, according to its force, mix with and 
carry away the cold stratum which had 
settled upon the surface of the earth. 


In mountain valleys the phenomenon 
is of more frequent occurrence than in 
comparatively level countries, and here as 
in other places where I have seen it, I have 
never known it fail to be followed by warm 
weather in from one to three days, 
In 
these mountains I have known the change 
to come within a few hours.

him careless of a treasure that he ought to 
have guarded with the greatest affection. 
He took off his wedding ring and placed 
it upon the finger of a statue of Venus, to 
remain there until he should want it again. 
When, however, a few hours after he wish­ 
ed to take it, he fou> d to his dismay that 
the stony hand had become clenched, so 
that it was impossible to remove the ring. 
He now had to pay the penalty of his rash­ 
ness, for he was constantly haunted by the 
figure, which kept whispering in his ear, 
“Embrace me,I am Venus whom you have 
wedded. 
I will never restore your ring.” 
The wretched youth continued to be fol­ 
lowed by this disagreeable companion un­ 
til, after much difficulty, he was able, with 
the assistance of a priest, to force the god 
dess to relinquish the ring, and then only

tion that he shall first conciliate St. Agnes, 
who was not only the patroness of his own 
church but the special preserver of virginal 
chastity, by 
placing on the finger of her 
image an emerald ring,sent for the purpose 
by the sovereign pontiff himself. 
The 
priest does as he is directed, and places 
the ring on the fourth finger of the figure, 
but his astonishment is great when the 
hand which had been put forward to re­ 
ceive the ring is returned to its original 
position. 
Attempts to withdraw the ring 
are ineffectual, and the unfortunate priest 
realizes the disagreeable' truth that he is 
contracted to St. Agnes and can marry no 
one else. 
Thes»1 stones are peculiarly in 
teresting as exhibiting the feeling which 
was universally entertained in old times, 
that wedding and betrothal rings possessed 
an inherent power and value in themselves, 
a belief which still lingers in some places.

Hjvt Mrs. 
V aleria 
G. Stone ülsposed cf 
$1,800,000. 


It Will be rem em bered that the Colorado 
college of this city w as the recipient of 
$5,000 from M rs. 
V aleria G. Stone, of 
Malden, Mass., on ly 
a short time ago. 
From the Boston A dvertiser . of February 
the 5th we clip the following statement of 
the donations »made 
by Mrs. Stone to 
various educational and charitable institu 
tions wiiich will 
be found interesting: 
"T h e magnificent public gifts5 6f Mrs. 
Valeria G. Stone, of Malden, of which 
mention has*beep m ade from time to time 
during the past few months, have now 
reached their full limit, and present a sum 
total of nearly '$i,800.000, 
This limit is 
defined by the fact that the estate of the 
donoi’s late husband, Daniel P. Stone, 
which amounted to upward of $2,000,000, 
has now been fully 
distributed, excepting 
such com paratively sm all reservation as 
Mrs. Stone has 
m ade for her own sup­ 
port. 
The best&wment of so great a sum 
mainly for public purposes, as well as the 
peculiar circumstances attending it, make 
appropriate, now that 1 he generous deed is 
completed,'some notice o f those circum 
stances, and the persons more immediate 
ly concerned. 


"M r. Stone was a retired Boston mer­ 
chant, who died at the age o f eighty years, 
at Malden, August 
14, 187S. 
He was 
born in Topsham, M aine, and in early 
life was engaged in the retail dry goods 
business iri Brunswick, in the same state. 
In this business he was 
quite successful, 
and about the year 1825 removed to Bos­ 
ton and established a dry goods jobbing 
trade, his store then 
and thereafter, so 
long as he remained in business, being on 
Kilby street. 
T he firm at first was Bart­ 
lett & Stone, and later D. P. Stone & Co., 
and Stone & Page, the junior partner be­ 
ing Mr. Philip S. Page, who is a resident 
of Malden, and one of the trustees through 
whom the property has r.ow been distrib­ 
uted. 
Mr. Stone retired from business 
about the year 1850, with a handsome 
property, which b y shrewd and cautious 
investment gradually swelled to the sum 
already indited, of ¿2,000,000 and upward. 
One proof 
of the 
sagacity exercised 
in this investment is in the fact that the 
estate actually 
yielded about $400,000 
above its appraised value, and another is 
in the fact that out o f $800,000 in notes 
bearing the name 
o f a single promissor, 
which comprised part of the estate, tkere 
was a loss in collection o f not mofe than 
one per cent, 
m r, Stone was of a quiet 
and retiring disposition, but a man of high 
integrity, and was greatly respected by all 
whef knew him. 


“ The maiden nam e of Mr. Stone was 
Goodenow, and she is a sister of the late 
Judge Goodenow.of A lfred, Maine. 
?Jr, 
ijtone was a regular attendant at the ser­ 
vices, but not a m em ber of the Congrega­ 
tional church o f M alden. 
His wife is a 
member of that church. 
T hey had no 
children. 
Some tim e prior to his decease 
the matter of the distribution of this large 
estate was agreed upon b y the two in this 
way, that it should be distributed "to edu­ 
cational, chantable or benevolent institu­ 
tions, ciuses or objects.” 
In case he 
should survive he would so dispose of it, 
a'nd in case he should not it would by the 
terms of his will com e into her full posses­ 
sion, and she in like m anner was to see to 
its distribution. 
T h e w ill provided for 
some bequests to relatives, but so far as 
the residue and great bulk of the property 
is concerned did not im pose any restric­ 
tions'upon her, so that the gifts are prac­ 
tically hers, she h aving legally the lull 
disposition of this residue. 
To this end 
the riiinor bequests having been -met, the 
property was placed in the hands of three 
trustees, the R ev. W . H . W ilcox, D.D., 
Mr. Philip S. Page, above named, and Mr. 
Isaalc M. Cutler. 
T h e R ev. Dr. W ilcox 
has stood in somewhat more intimate re­ 
lations as an adviser of Mrs. Stone in this 
distribution than the other two, being a 
relative and her husband’s trusted friend. 
The relation which either of these gentle­ 
men held was only that of being custodian 
for the time being and adviser, Mrs. Stone 
having full control, and, as already stated, 
legal ownership of the property. 
The fol­ 
lowing is a statement of the several dona­ 
tions made as they have, been published 
from time to time, the date of the first be- 
■ 
ing October 29, 1878, and the last nine 
quite recently, the announcement having 
just been m ad e:

enthal and Louis Hassell, it would seem 
that that old lady had at last come to /her 
right mind and. had .been, .ever .so lavish of 
her favors on two deserving young men.

Malmaison, despite its interesting his- 


torical associations, is doomed to destruc- 
tion. Already; the park surrounding, it has 
been converted into building, lots, upon 
which villas, such as the Parisian bourgeois 
delights in, are rapidly springing up, and 
the chateau itself, which has passed into 
private hands,, is said to be on the eve of 
demolition. Its only occupant at present 
is an old female caretaker, who has been 
employed in the chateau for nearly half a 
century. She has a curious story to tell of 
a strange and romantic coincidence con- 
nected'with the melancholy fate of the late 
Prince Imperial. It would appear that, a 
few days before the outbreak of hostilities, 
between France and Germany, the youth- 
ful prince visited Malmaison, and spent 
several hours in the park, at play. As he 
Was-about to return to Paris, toward- eve- 
ning, a violent: thunder storm burst over 
the park, and a magnificent tree which 
had 
been planted by 
Napoleon . I., 


in the presence of the Empress (Jo- 
sephine, was struck by lightning., The 
people inhabiting the neighborhood of 
Malmaison thought fit to ' interpret this 
natural accident as an evil omen for" the. 
Prince Imperial. 
The tree was seriously 


injured, and every effort was made to save 
its life, but in vain. It gradually withered 
and died. 
Late in the spring of 1879 tQe 


intendant of the chateau gave orders .that 
it should be cut down as well as some 
other decayed timber defacing the -park. 
On the first of June accordingly the -shat- 
tered Napoleonic tree was felled to.the 
earth, and that very day the gallant 
Prince Imperial was slain by Zulu assegais 
in. far-distant 
Africa. He. strangely 


enough, was the last Napoleon who. set 
foot in Malmaison Park, and the coinci- 
dence of his melancholy fate'with that of 
the tree planted by his great ancestor, was, 
to say the least of it, a . most,remarkable 
fulfillment of a disrnal forecast", the off- 
spring of popular superstition.

THE EADS SHIP RAILROAD. 


CHICAGO, February 23.—The Inter-Ocean's

RELIEVING THE MONEY MARKET. 


It is learned upon good authority, though 


not yet officially, that Secretary Shertmn in- 
tends to pay out the five millions already re- 
ceived from banks retiring circulation and all 
which come in from that source hi the purchase 
oi bonds. This is in addition to the notice 
sent this motning in relation to redeeming on 
presentation, the bonds embraced in the hun- 
dred and first call. 


Secretary Sherman states, relative to the 


present movement of national banks to retire 
their circulation, that this movement of the 
banks is to avoid the operations of the fifth sec- 
tion of the funding bill, which provides that 
from and after a certain date three per cent 
bonds shall be 
the' only 
bonds receiva 


ble as security for national bank circula- 
tion, necessarily has brought -into the treasury 
large sums of money; that.it only affects the 
money market in the city of New York where 
deposits must be made, and draws directly 
from the banks or street currency needed there 
for bosinesss operations. Secretary Sherman 
says he can and will pay out this money; and 
also surplus revenue in payment for bonds for 
the sinking fund offered at par and accruing 
interest; that the treasury can't interpose fur 
.ther than to apply its surplus currency -in ex- 
cess of the redemption fund to the reduction of 
the public debt.

Considerable interest is now being felt I 


in the proposed international conference 
at" Paris. For the last year the holding ot 
this conference has been inevitable. : Cir- 
cumstances have changed since we sought 
a conference in 1878. We are Well bff 
compared with the Latin Union and Ger-r 
many. Gradually we have been drawing 
their gold and now we have a goodly 
share of it. One of the results.of the con 
ference. which is not at all unlikely, is that 
we shall change our ratio from t to 16 to i, 
fo isX. It is evident that either the Latin 
Union or our country must'change the 
ratio because one of the purposes of the 
conference is to fix a commoft ratio. The 
United States can change easier than the 
Latin Union because it has so much less 
coined. At the ratio of i to i$X the 
United States would make about' $2,500,- 
ooo by recoining the silver now coined at 
the ratio of i to 16. If the Latin Union 
were to change to our ratio they would 
lose about $25.000,000. It would be veiy 
natural for them to oppos"e such a change.

From Phuban {he rcurve of the Dragon 
may be traced right around Ursa Minor, 
ae.far.a* a/gojrtt which'js in .the line with 
Beta Ursae Minoiis and Delta Ursae Ma-' 
joris, the former of these stars being mid- 
way^etween the latter and the point de- 
scribed., Here Jhere is an abrupt turn, 
and the body of the serpent bends back- 
ward to his head which is about as far 
from Phuban in one direction as is Beta 
Ursae Mihoris in the direction just oppb-' 
site. The Head has the form of the letter 
Vj but with the point bent a little to one 
side. 4.,All ot Draco. except the head may 
be.easily traced in the evening at this time 
of year, and is in lact within the circle of 
perpetual apparition; but the head, though 
really just in the .ciicumference of that cir- 
cl9,'lies at 8 p. m. directly below the Pole, 
so near the northern horizon as to be seen 
with difficulty if at all. A little lat er it 
begins to rise on the eastward side, and 
quite late in ,the evening comes into full 
view. I would not recommend waiting for 
it at night, bu| will say that in the morning 
about 5 30 it is in^full vie* high in-the sky, 
'and all the directions just given for tracing 
' apply as well to that "position as any 
tther. 
If.any of you rise early enough to 


ook for it at that hour, you will be aided 
n, finding it by noticing that the brightest 
tar then visible in the northern, sky is a 
,ttle beyond the head of ( Draco iu a line 
,rawn from the Pole. This star is called 
/ega, or'Alpha Lyrae, beine; in the small 
onstellation,of the Lyre or Harp. 
.The well known Milky Way passes 
lose beside Alpha Lyrae, and in the 
midst of it.-inthe, part nearest that star 
iesiCy'gnus,, the Swan ; the same constel- 
ation-which a week or yivo ago you no- 
iced at evening in the northwest, and rec- 
ignized by the figure of a*'cross. There 
are iour stars in the. upright beam of the 
iro'sT which points along the Milky Way. 
Of these that at the head of the cross (die 
northern eri'dj is brightest.hence called Al- 
ma Cygni,and the next south of this is mid- 
way between the two stars of the arms. 
iVhen tjie figure a sy|an ii used in glace 
of that of a cross, the. bird is represented 
as flying; its head is to be found at the foot 
or -southern end of the upright beam, 
while .each arm of the cross becomes the 
irst joint of awing. Two more stars are 
)lacetl quite symetrically in the two 
wings, nearer their tips, and quite in the 
josition where, one, would>anaturally look 
'or them, the wings being bent a little from 
behead. The outer •* star on the right 
wing (that furthest from the pole) is Zeta 
Cygni. 
. 


As the two constellations which I de- 


scribe to-day are not so conveniently visi- 
ble as^hel'two" Bears '•jusUat the present 
time of year, I will not so particularly de- 
scribe the position of the various objects 


Understanding, then, that the true ' stars 
are meant, you will.see.that they muj.t be 
at immense distinces when I tell you fhat 
this change of the'earth's position, amount- 
ing to 185,000,000 miles, produces very 
little parallax in any star. The great ma- 
jority, indeed, exhibit no sensible parallax 
whatever, but their directions remain as 
constant to all observation as if their dis- 
tance were in the strictest sense of the 
word infinite. But 61 Cygni does show a 
small parallax, hence it .must be one of the 
nearest of the stars. In fact it is the near- 
est but one of all whose distances have 
been measured, and so far as known, the 
very nearest visible in this latitude, since 
Alpha Centauri our nearest neighbor, 
here within the circle of perpetual occula- 
tion. 


What then is the distance of this com- 


paratively near star ? About thirty-four 
trillion miles. This number is too grekt 
to be at all appreciated when simply 
named ; let me therefore try to give some 
idea of its vastness. Jules Verne describee 
one of his heroes as traveh'ng around the 
earth on a wager in eighty days. In nine 
years, at that rate, he would go a million 
miles. Then to go thirty-four trillion 
milles would require three hundred million 
years—a time within which the traditiona 
six;thousand years since Adam is contain 
ed-fifty thousand times. Or again, let me 
take'an illustration from-the velocity o 
light. If we could overcome the convexil 
of the earth and send a ray of light from 
tjiis point to New York, the ray must trav 
el four thousand miles io go there anc 
back, and it would accomplish those fou 
thousand miles forty-one or forty-twc 
times in the course of a single seconj] 
With this enormous velocity light-reach^! 
us from the sun in eight minutes, but t 
come from 61 Cygni it requires five year 
and .nine months. This distance ha 
nothing fictitious about it. It is true tha 
it is not accurately known, but this at leas 
is.certainly known, that the nearest star 
cannot be much nearer than this, whil 
the average distance is> certainly much 
greater. 


One or two things which may have 


seemed surprising before these measure- 
ments became known are easily enough 
understood as soon as we admit to our 
minds the belief that the stars are at this 


f its present distance, (which is believed 
o be nearly four times that of 61 Cygni) 
nd hence will be much nearer and bright- 
r than any star in our present heavens. 
The fact of the proper motion of stars 
nables astronomers to determine whether 
>r not a double star is a. binary, without 
waiting for observations of a revolution of 
•ne component about the other. If the two 
components have a common proper mo- 
ion, they are believed to constitute a sys- 
em, but if their motions are entirely inde- 
pendent, the one of the other, the star is 
nearly optically double. The application 
of this principle has led to an unexpected 
result in establishing a connection between 
stars at very considerable apparent dis- 
tances from one another. Thus five out of 
the seven stars in the Dipper are found to •, 
iave their proper motion in common.both 
as regards direction and velocity. R. A. 
Proctor, the discoverer of this fact, calls it 
"star-drift," It is regarded as evidence of 
a true physical connection between bodies 
which, as far as we know, are as distant 
from one another as our sun from 61 Cyg- 
ni. In this way we can explain the ap- 
parent indifference of the components of 
some double stars to each other's attrac- 
tion. This same star 61 Cygni is double, 
and the components have the same proper 
motion, yet not the slightest tendency to 
revolve the one about the other has yet 
been defected. Without supposing that 
this system is independent of the law 
of gravity, we may imagine that the dis- 
tance between the]two components in the 
direction of our line of sight is very great, 
so that the time of revolution is very long. 
In the case of any group of stars which 
have a common star drift it seems easiest 
to suppose that the separate stars do really 
affect each other's motion. But not even 
here, and still less in the universe of stars 
regarded as a whole, have we any reason 
to believe that there is actual revolution 
about a common centre. The hypothesis 
of a central sun of the universe, fascinat- 
ing as it is, seems to be without basis in> 
scientific fact. 


Among so many masses moving in 


every direction is there not danger of col-. 
lision? Such a catastrophe cannot be de- 
monstrated to be impossible, but it is ex- 
ceedingly unlikely; and is rendered so, 
strange as the statement seems, by ,the 


really inconceivable distance. One is, 
that the stars are not magnified by the 
telescope. The best instrument is that in 
which the fixed stars, however bright they 
appear, seem the smallest, and any ap- 
parent size or diameter is due to imperfec~ 
tions of the glass and the eye. It is plain 
enough that a body which could show a 
sensible size at such a'--distance must be 
very marty times larger than our sun. In 
fact, as soon'as we know the distances of 


of note, but I must make an exception of 
one, in, .consequence of its,, remarkable 
character. It is a faint object, but mayf be 
found as follows : Close beside Alpha 
Cygni, on the opposite side from. "the head 
ot Drseo, are two small stars, the line be- 
tween which is parallel to the central line 
of the constellation, i. e. to the upright 
beam of the cross. •'.Draw a line from 
Alpha Cygni to the more souther of these 
two stars, and extend it to meet a line con- 
necting the more northern star with Zeta 
Cygni. 'At the point where these lines 
meet is 61 Cygni — the star in question. 
[t is the corner, of a trapezium or irregular 
four-sided figure having stars at the, angles 
and a brigkter one within ; all, however, 
comparatively faint. 


This star exhibits' an apparent motion 


among its neighbors of a peculiar kind, 
which has enabled astronomers to meas- 
ure its distance from the earth. The prin- 
ciple is .exceedingly simple. Suppose,' for 
illustration, that from a certain point on 
Tejon street, I see the college due west, 
and that by going south just 500 feet, it 
appeared say N N W. The change of di- 
rection due to ray change of position would 
enable me to measure its distance. For if 
the college were further off, a given change 
in my position would^ngt cause jso great a 
change of direction,.and if it had been 
nearer, a greater change would have been 
produced.'

the stairs we are able tp calculate how 
bright our; sun would appear if he were 
equally far aw.ay. And it is found that he 
would present a very third-rate appear- 
ance. He would, to be sure, look bright- 
er than 61, Cygni, but on the other hand 
not nearly so bright as the stars in the 
Dipper. Th'e stars then are really suns; 
or, to be more exact; our sun is one of the 
stars; and one below the average, too, in 
size and brightness. 


Another thing which the distance of the 


stars explains is their apparently fixed po- 
sitions.^ The shapes of the constellations 
have not ^materially changed "since the 
oldest recqrds. • Whem, Jt. was supposed 
that they might be-at a moderate distance, 
this fact was held to show that they were 
all fastened together to one revolving 
sphere. Now, however, slight motions are 
recognized by' the telescope, which can- 
not be explained as due to any motion of 
the earth, and others which must be as- 
cribed to a forward motion through space 
of our sun and his .attendant planets, 'in- 
cluding our earth .among them. Hence.it 
is probable that all the stars,, our sun 
among the rdst, are actually in motion in 
various directions, with various velocities. 
This motion of the stars is callqd '.'proper 
motion," for it is to be deterrrjined for each 
star independently of each other. Some 
of- the stars .exhibit proper motions which 
are • found, .when we .consider their dis- 
tance, to be really fapids - Of these,; 61 
Cygni is an example, and a still more re- 
markable instance is a .telescopic star in 
Ursa Major, which, it.is calculated, moves 
so fast.that,; unless 'acted upon*by some 
force* of which we 'have no'knowledge 
whatever, it will fly off into the regions of 
infinite space beyond; the utmost reach of 
the telescope; and the -combined.attrac- 
tion of all the bodies of the visible uni- 
verse will riot be sufficient to bring it back, 
or IP prevent it from pursuing this solitary 
course forever. If we imagine an inhab- 
itated planet circling around this runaway 
orb, then the people .there can see now a 
sky as brilliant with stars as our own, but 
after millions of years their descendants 
willihave no stars except in one portion'of 
the heavens, where all will be collected in 
a cluster,' thentafter milliphs^of years more 
this'will Become 'invisible, and theanhab- 
itants will know of no bodies outside !the 
system of their own sun.

If^ star were moving exactly toward us 


or-from us, the telescope would show no 
proper motion whatever, because the di- 
rection of the btar would not change. But 
observations made with the spectroscope 
give' results which are believed to afford a 
measure of the velocity of a star in the, di- 
rection of the line 'of sight. According to this 
determination, both Alpha Ursae Majoris 
and Alpha Gygni are approaching us, and 
the latter within two hundred thpusand 


or 
less,

very velocity of the moving bodies. Were 
two stars, much nearer to each 'other than 
to any other bodies, left at rest in such a 
position, their .mutual attractions would 
soon impart to, each a motion, directly to- 
ward the, other, and in time they 'would 
collide with a shock which would vaporize 
both. But a very , slight motion on the 
part of either before it entered the sphere 
of the other/s attraction, (unless, by acci- 
dent directed precisely toward the. latter) 
would cause each to i describe an • orbit 
harmlessly about their; common centre. 
The form of this. orbit would. depend on 
the masses and velocities of the two, "and 
the more rapid their motion the less likely 
would they' be to remain in each other's 
companionship. 
The prominent phe- 


nomena of such a meeting are easily im- 
agined. Two orbs are pursuing the courses 
marked out by the impulse given each at 
ts creation. Each as seen from 
the

accompany ,it, is 
at

a mere point oOight, one 'among a thou- 
sand equals. Gradually it becomes more 
aright and beautiful, at last it makes a 
day of night, the solar warmth of its rays 
.s exchanged with tfjatof its new compan- 
on. And ever increasing attraction urges 
them nearer together; whSn just as it seems 
impossible that they should remain apart, 
their motion, hastened by this'mutual in- 
fluence, carries one beyond the other. 
They separate, never again to approach; 
each, as before, describes a solitary path, 
but each a very different'course from that 
which but for the other it would have pur- 
sued. Such an en.coun.ter; is not entirely 
matter,of fancy, for in at least one instance 
astronomers find indications: that some- 
thing like this has been matter of history.

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A PREMEDITATED SUICIDE. 


An omo9er'fl BnooMPfuj Attempt to end Eli 
*^ 
BxUtenco. 


News was received in this city of the 


suicide of Mr. L. W. Cropper, an old and 
well known citizen of El Paso county who 
resided on his ranch near Bassett's mill. 
The first intimation received in this city 
was through a telegram sent to Dr. Kim- 
ball on Wednesday last which announced 
that Mr. Cropper had taken a dose of poi- 
son and requesting that the doctor come 
to the ranch as soon as possible. The 
patient was not d*ead when the doctor ar- 
rived there but was very low and the 'doctor 
discerned at a glance that it would be use- 
less'to attempt to save his life. Through 
the use of a galvanic battery the doctor 
managed to keep up artificial respiration 
and prolonged his life for several hours, 
but as soon as the electrical current was 
withdrawn death at once took place. It 
seems that Mr. Cropper took two doses of 
morphine, the first one being taken on 
Tuesday morning. This dose was not re- 
tained on the stomach arid did not have 
the desired effect. On Tuesday night Mr. 
Cropper refused to eat any supper and 
sometime during the evening he again 
took another dose of the deathly drug' 
which evidently caused his death. It was 
evident that Mr. Cropper had premeditated 
committing suicide for after his death the 
following letter was found in his room:_ 


Having been for the last two years in 


declining health, attended with great de- 
pression of mind, I undertook a more ac- 
tive business to pursue to see if I could 
improve my health, which seemed for a 
while to-have a good effect. A change of 
business came too soon for me to realize 
' any sanguine hopes, and again I am pros- 
trated and my energy paralyzed so much 
that life is a burden to met The cause of 
my health failing so unexpected is some- 
thing unknown to me. L will say to my 
children to take this reverse of fortune 
with fortitude. Hope you will meet with 
friends that will carry you through life's 
struggles- with happiness and success is 
the wish of'your unhappy father. 


.L. CROPPER. 


It appears that self destruction has been 


a mania in the family of the deceased, for 
Mr. Cropper is the third brother that has 
died by his own hands, and it is said that 
his grandfather also ended his existence by 
cutting his throat. This is one of the in- 
stances where suicide has become an epi- 
demic in the tamily _ Mr Cropper came to 
Colorado in 1859, and is a Hollander by 
birth. .He i& comparatively well known 
to all of the old timers" in this city, who 
speak of him as being a quiet,, intelligent 
and good citizen. He has lived in this 
county for nearly 21 year's and was former- 
ly extensively engaged in cattle raising, 
from which occupation he succeeded in ac- 
cumulating'Considerable money and was 
said to be in independent circumstances- 


He has held the office of justice of the. 


peace several times since he became a res- 
ident of the county. It is said that in 1874 
he married his second wife, which mar- 
riage did not prove to be a happy one, for 
after living together about a jear, his wife 
left him and returned east. Since this time 
Mr. Cropper has had many reverses in 
business, and has lost considerable of his 
property. He at times was very much de* 
pressed in spirits on account of sickness, 
and life had apparently become a burden 
to him. No inquest in the case is deemed 
necessary.

duced from $$o to $10 each, and are Con- 
sequently now.,saleable. The intention 
is to place the stock on the New York 
market at an early day. Although but little 
has been said of the Lee of late, ,it still re- 
tains its rank among the Leadville mines as 
a producer: It is now yielding about 
forty, tons of ore per day, and'its reserves 
are claimed to be very .extensive., The

I can, therefore, 
give but little of what is doing in the mines 
at this time. 


A fevtr days ago I went up to see the 


Micawber mine, belonging to the Doug- 
lass County Mining company, of Kansas. 
This mine, of which I have frequently 
spoken in former letters, is situated on the 
east side of Elk basin, and towards the 
head of the creek. It has now a shaft on 
the vein of near 50 feet in depth. The ore 
vein thus far has had an average thickness 
of over three feet, and there has been a 
constant improvement in the quality of the 
ore from the surface down to present 
workings. The mine is just inside the 
Ruby belt. The ore is fine grained galena 
and sulphurets of iron, some of it contain- 
ing as high as sixty per cent, lead, and the 
few assays had show both the galena and 
the iron sulphurets to carry a fair pro- 
portion of silver. There are a number of 
equally promising claims in the same vi- 
cinity, but none are yet undeveloped. 
This find in the Micawber insures a lively 
season in Elk basin next summer.

ments, and is producing rich ore.

the Ruby Chief is turning out rich ore, and 
is as promising as when I last saw it, which 
is saying much.

therefore the haibingers of warm, not of 
cold weather, as the warm air current 
pressing above will in from one to three 
days, according to its force, mix with and 
carry away the cold stratum which had 
settled upon the surface of the earth. 


In mountain valleys the phenomenon 


is of more frequent occurrence than in 
comparatively level countries, and here- as 
in other places where I have seen it, I have 
never known it fail to be followed by warm 
weather in from - one to three days, In 
these mountains I have known the change 
to come within a few hours. We had sun 
dogs Friday last. Since then the weather 
has been as mild and pleasant as could be 
expected at our altitude.

• A good strike of ruby ore is said to have 
been made last wet It in Ruby„ basin, 
(head of Anthracite creek,) in a claim be- 
tween the Robert Emmet and the Chico- 
ma. The ore is said to be very rich. This 
claim gave little encouragement on the 
surface. 


The anthracite'coals lying west of us 


appear to be drawing the attention of 
many of the railroad men of the east. 
Having had letters of inquiry in regard to 
this coal, I have taken pains to learn all 
that is yet known of .its extent; there is no 
question in regard to its quality, it being 
fully equal to that of Pennsylvania. The 
veins, or perhaps trie different portions of 
the same vein, vary in thickne'ss from four 
to forty feet; the thickest being from eight 
,to terynjjes west of Irwin. The same coal 
n known, to .extend much farther west than 
north, on both sides of Anthracite creek, 
and along its tributaries. The same coal 
is found on the north side, of the Elk 
mountains, on. Rock creek, at which place 
the vein is sixty feet thick. 'How. extensive 
it is on that side of the range, is not known. 
Croppings of large veins of coal were 
found on the tributaries of the North Gun- 
nison, above the mouth of Anthracite 
creek, by prospectors last summer, but so 
far as I have been able to learn, none 
ascertained its nature. It is not known 
that the coals of the North Gunnison -'. are 
anthracite. They are certainly not lig- 
nite, or they would not crop out so promi- 
nently as described to me. 


Enough of the anthracite has already 


been found to render it practically inex- 
haustible; the extent and quantity is prob- 
ably greater than in Pennsylvania. In 
time, and it may not be long,4 when this 
coal is reached, by railroads from east, 
west, north and south, it is likely to be of 
greater value, and to give employment to 
more men. and more capital than the sil- 
ver mines ot these mountains, rich and ex- 
tensive as they are now known to be. 
When the D. & R. G. road reaches this 
coal you will probably burn as much of it 
in Colorado Springs as of Canon City coal; 
it will go enough further to make up for 
the greater cost per ton. It is burned in 
Irwin this winter and gives the town a

dogs or mock suns are caused by the re- 
flection of the sun's rays from frost falling 
through the air. This frost differs from 
snow, in that it is the form of minute trans 
parent scales.

these ice particles to be formed only at thr 
'point of contact of-currents ol air of differ 
ent degrees of temperature, the warmer 
being necessarily always above,

greater the difference in the temperature 
of the two strata of air the greater the fall 
of the ice particles and the more brilliant 
the dogs,

Wby ttte Prairies are Treeless. 


A curious and interesting explanation of 


the absence of trees on the great western 
prairies was given at the meeting of the 
Academy of Natural Sciences by Mr. 
Thomas Meehan. Numberless theories 
have been advanced 
by students in 


natural history why the great feeding 
grounds of the buff do should be without 
aiborescent vegetation, the principal one 
which is supported 
by 
distinguished 


authors being that of climatic influences 
Mr. Meehan's theory is that the absence 
of trees is due to artificial causes altogeth- 
er. Taught by their necessities the early 
Indians made it a practice to annually fire 
the high grass of the prairies, which had 
the effect of making the growth more 
luxuriant anrt consequently more inviting 
to the vast herds of buffalo, on which the 
aborigines depended greatly for their sus- 
tenance. It has been conclusively settled 
that no vf gelation, save the hardy prairie 
grass, will appear on ground over which 
fire has swept until another season, so that 
the yearly prairie fires extended the area 
oi the plateau until they had become al- 
most measureless. 
Mr. Meehan cited 


several instances of where trees had grown 
when tbe firing had been discontinued. 
The hypothesis was both pleasing and 
plausible, and has excited some discus- 
sion among the savants.
